INDUSTRIOUS DENMARK. 


In 1809 the population of the Danish 
moparchy nompered nearly 2,400,000, Of 
this population Denmark proper contained 
900,000, Norway about the same number, 
and Schleawig-Holatein 600,000, Denmark 
lost Norway and Schleswig-Holetein, Yet 
her population today is little lees than 
2,500,000. During the present century the 
population of Copenhagen has rieen from 
100,000 to more than 400,000. 

Io proportion to her population, Denmark 
is richer than any other country in Europe, 
with the sole exception of Hogland. Pro- 
portionately the circulation of newepapers 
is larger in Deomark than in ony other 
country in Europe. Her posers clase is 
about the beat educated in the world, More 
than 150,000 of her agricultural laborers own 
houses and land, and only about 35,000 of 
them do not own land, In 1594 England 
imported from Denmark 1,102,493 hundred- 
weight of butter and 1,4 570 hundred- 
weight from all other countries. Doumark 
was exporting most of her awine to Germany 
when that country prohibited the importa- 
tion of foreign awine, The Danos at once built 
co-operating curing eetabliahments, and in 
these half of the pigs reared in the country 
are “oured and exported to Mogland in the 
shape of bacon.” fe 

Denmark now supplies abs 
the baeon imported by Eogland, not to 
mention more ibaa 100,000 pigs, and as ao 
exporter of bacon is second only to the 
United States. Honig early export of cattle 
is about 100,000 head. Last yosr sho sent 
190,000,000 eggs to England, When coro 
fell below a profitable price tho Danish 
agriculturist prom tly changed his whole 
system, and instead of planting unprofitable 
crops, as they atill do in somo parts of Eng- 
land, throw all his energies into dairy farm- 
ing, and made it pay. There are compara. 
tively apeaking, no poor io Denmark. I 
mention these facts merely to show that the 
Danes are industrious, thrifty and energotio, 
that they always rise to an omergency, aod 
that the greater tho obstacle put in their 
way the more determined thoy are to over- 
come it

RUNNING A HARVESTER. 


It Requires the Exercise of Skil and In- 
genulty on the Part of the Operator. 
Of tho various machines and imple- 

mionts used on tho farm, there is nono so 
delicate and complicated, or requiring tho 
exorolse of more skill and ingenuity on 
the part of tho operator, than tho self- 
binding harvester, Tho standard ma- 
chines of to-day have come through and 
aro the result of such a long and thorough 
course of development and improvement, 
and manufacturers haye followed 50 close- 
ly tho same general lines of construction, 
that ono can hardly make ao mistake in 
the selection of a machine so long as ho 
is satisfied to stick to the standards. But 
the man who allows himself to become 
too enthusiastic over something ‘now 
and noyel,'’’ and invest in machinery 
which embodies radical chaoges in prin

ciples of construction, may expect to soon 


have an out-of-date machine on his 
hands. While principles may be correct, a 
course of development and improvement 
is required before best results are reached 
in their application. 
No matter how perfect a machine may 
be it will never be an unqualified suc- 
cess nor add fresh laurels to its reputa- 
tion, when itisrun bya man without 
sufficient ingenuty and energy to properly 
hitch to and operate a clodsmasher. 
great many breaks and long delays are 
the legitimate results of carelessness, 
pure and simple, and he who makes get- 
ting over the ground the ono prime ob- 
ject, to the neglect of his machine and 
the abuse of his team, may expect fre- 
quent breakdowns and much bad luck. 
The saying ‘‘care makes luck’’ will apply 
torunning a binder, if toanything. If 
some little thing gets out of orderand the 
binder begins to ‘‘buck,’’ it doesn't pay 
to getin a splutter and make matters 
worse by changing things at random. 
The best plan is to keep a cool head and 
locate tho difficulty before remedying it, 
or even trying to do so, Poor twine is re- 
sponsible for a deal of fussing in the 
harvest fleld. It is nearly impossible to 
do good, even work with poor unoyen 
twine. The best twine Lever used was 
pure manilla; but so much so-called pure 
manilla is poor manilla that I would just 
as soon risk a good, even grade of new, 
white sisal. As machines become old 
they usually prefer a coarser grado! of 
twine than in thelr younger days. Good 
reeling is indispensable to square, well- 
formed bundles, but no ironclad rules 
can be laid down to govern position of 
reel for varying kinds and conditions of 
grain. This can be ascertained only by ex-

perimenting until best results are scour- / 
ed. The reel should not run parallel 
with sickle, but the outer end should 
stand several juches forward in order to 
place grain upon platform with burts in 
advance of heads, as the butts are always 
retarded by coming in contact with the 
falling grain. In standing grain, tho 
machine should ran about level. It takes 
Dut & moment when starting up o grade 
to tilt the machine forwa.d, and yico 
versa. It should be so well balanced 
that the tongue will play on the neck yoke 
much of the time, Of course this cannot 
always be done, particularly with the old 
five-horse stepladder machines, but these 
ore back numbers now, and the new, 
low, sensible ones do not haye so much, 
swing’’ in mid-air, It is cheaper and 
more humane to carry the machine on its 
wheels than on the horses’ necks. It 
should, therefore, be tilted back when 
the driver leaves his seat; if it stands 
long the binder may be shifted back also. 


Yarming on Two Acros. 

A noteworthy example of Iintonslye 
fariuing is that of Mr. F. Soegling, Me- 
Kean Co,, Pa., who supports himself, a 
wife and five children on two acres of 
land. They have o neat little cottage, 
and the hard times have not affected 
therm nearly as much a8 many a family 
dependent upon shop work. Mr. Sogling 
is & carpenter by trade, and before open- 
ing up his little farm he built his house 
at odd times, while working at his trade. 
From the firat he has recognized the 
necessity of securing quality rather than 
quantity from his labor and land if ho 
would make it pay. Celery is his specl- 
alty and he has marketed os much as 80,- 
000 stalks in ao season. He practices ao 
iotation which includes grass, usually 
having nearly onough to keep one horso 
in bay. He understands the secret of 
getting two cropa in one year from tho 
same soll, and his only hindrance has 
been Jack of rain. Now. however. he has 
bought o bollor and steam pump and Ox- 
pects to control his water supply. Such 
pluck and energy ought to recelyo the 
victor's wreath, Whatover else ho lacks 
he {4 not taxod for a quantity of useless 
territory, and wastes no time and 
strength traversing poor and largo flolds

THE POTATO FIELD. 


Now the Work Should Be Done In Order 
to Produce tho Hest Results. 
Constant and thorough cultivation from 
the time Irish potatoos are uniformly 
through tho ground over tho entire fle) 
until the tops are too largo to admit of 
working among the rows without injury 
to the plants, has beon the general prac- 
tloe of all successful growers of the pota- 
to. In a few instances only was tho 
land harrowed or cultivated before the 
plants were through the ground—in these 
fow tho ground gone over With a 
smoothing harrow, or light cultivators 
running very shoal, for the purposo of 
checking the growth of weeds. It will be 


was 


noticed, however, that with the very 
thorough preparation of the soil to re- 
colve the seed, and the brief porlod be- 


tween tho planting and the first appear- 
ance of the potatoos through tho earth 
(excepting in cases where the soll was 
unusually weedy from tho use of stablo 
manure) no stirring of the ground was 
nocessary before the plants were up. But 
in every instanco as soon as tho rows or 
drills were fairly discernible cultivation 
began—a yery different proceeding this 
from what {s too often the practice of al- 
lowing the plants to become large and 
tho weeds te nearly cover them before 
cultivation or hoeing commences. 
While it may bo said that the crops in 
the prize competitions, conducted by tho 
Amorican Agriculturist, were cultivated 
orhoed from two to four tlmes—upon an 
ayorage three timos—it may also be said 
that cultivation was quite continuous 
throughout the month of June and so far 
into July as it was possible to work 
among the rows without injury) to the 
tops. The care of the crop began as soon 
@s the potatoes were fairly up and from 
gix to sixteen days were given to the 
work of fining the soil between the rows, 
hoeing the plants and preventing growth 
of woeds, The first cultivations were 
invariably with horse implements genor- 
ally with shallow culture at first and 
deeper subsequently although in two in- 
stances this method was reversed and the 
first cultivation was deep the later one 
shallow. Six inches is regarded as deep 
culture, three inches as shallow. As the 
season advanced and the growth of tops 
increased the only cultivation on the 
prizo crops was with the band hoe, great 
care being taken to inno way bend down, 
disturb or injure the tops. 

Both flat culture and hilling-up were 
practised, with no marked predominance 
of evidence in favor of either system; both 
gave large ylelds, both have many ad- 
yocates, both are employed. Gonerally, 
however, level culture is regarded as the 
better practice. In a very wet season the 
hilling system may, possibly, give better 
results, In a dry one, however, the large 
hills and depressions between the rows, 
allowing what rain does fall to run off 
rapidly from near the plants, and afford- 
ing a much larger surface to the drying 
influence of sun and winds, quickly de- 
prive the plants of the needed moisture. 
What might be termed the ‘happy mean’’ 
is the method to be most strongly recom- 
mended. A slight hilling serves to keep 
the tubers covered up—using the hilling 
teoth of the cultivator, run lightly, or 
the hand hoe—and thus the work of dig- 
ging in the fall is no doubt somewhat 
facilitated, while the ground is kept 
moist, which ina dry seison is an cle- 
ment of consequence. In a combination 
of these two methods, level culture should 
be used until the tops have made a growth 
of six or elght inches, after which the 
gradual drawing of the earth toward the 
plants by tho hand hoe or drill cultivator, 
with fine teeth, may be performed.

39 Tons of Free Seed Samples. 
During the past three monthsthe Ex- 
perimental Farm hands at Ottawa have 
been busily engaged sending out samples 
of seed grain to farmers. ‘lo supply the 
20,030 sum ples sent out this spring has re- 
quired 39 tons of material. The samples 
haye consisted of: Wheat, oats, 10,- 
259; barley, 4,639; peas, 4 corn, 1,707; 
potatoes, 4,047. These have been distri- 
buted by provinces as follows: Ontario, 
5,814; Quebec, 14,200; New Brunswick, 

687; Prince Edward Island, 785; Nova 


toba, 497; Northwest Territories, 692, 

With cach of these samples a circular 
has been sent, containing instructions as 
to the particulars to be observed and re 
ported on in making these tests. In ad- 
dition to the three-pound samples referred 
to, there have been distributed in 
pound bag: samples of new varieties 
of cross-bred wheat, and 1,088 of hybrid 
barleys. These have been seut to some of 
those farmers in the different provinces 
of the Dominion who have made careful 
reports on former tests, and who take a 
“ial interest in experimental work in 
agriculture 

In the botanical division a distribution 
of packages of small samples of grasses 
has been made; 130 of such packages have 
been sent out in response eclal appli- 
cation, containing samples of 13

AN EXPERIMENT IN CORN GULTURE. 


Venting the Merit allow and Deep 
Cultivation. 


Under the direction of Prof, FL 
King of the Wisconsin experiment sta- 
tion, Mr, H.C, Herrick, of Wisconsin, 
conducivd an oexpeorlner to test the 
merits of shallow and ceep cultivation 
on a plot of corn on his farm last soason. 


The plan of the experiment was to select 
twelve rows away from the Influence of 
trees or fences, running the full length of 


tho fleld. These rows were to bo divided 
into plots of four rows each. The first 
plot was to be cultivated deep, second 
shallow and third deep. The shallow 


eultivater was not to run deeper than ono 
inch, and the deep not more than threg 
inches, Corn was of the white flint vari- 
ety, planted May 24 on light sandy loam 
where potatoes had been the previous 
crop. ‘The ground was prepared with a 
disk run so as to lap half, then harrowed 
with a fine-toothed harrow, marked one 
way and planted with a Wakefleld corn 
planter in rows 3}¢ feet apart and hills 
twenty-one inches apart in the row, two 
and three kernels ina hill, The rows 
wore 800 feet long. Tho ground was har- 
rowed next day after planting, then 
Breed's weeder used Juno 1 and 10 
Subsequent dates of cultivation were as 
follows: Juno 15, 23; July 3, 12, 21; Aug. 
2, 13. The total rainfall during the 
period was flve inches as follows: May 
26, 2.25 inches; June 15, 0,125 of an inch; 
Juno 17, two inches; June 24, 0,126 of an 
inch; July 14, 0.1250f an inch; Aug. 10, 
0.875 ofan inch, The shallow cultiva- 
ting was dore with a Tower cultivator, 
with knifes set nearly level, while for 
the deep culture a fine-toothed Planot Jr. 
was used, Tho corn was cut Sept. 8, 


husked and weighed, the differenco boing 
twen y-two per cent in favor of shallow 
cultivation. The land ts very hilly, con- 
sequently contained a great variety of 
soils The plot was selected so as to go 
over a clay ridge, across a strip of very 
Ught sand and down through a hollow 
where the soil was black muck. On this 
latter and also on the light svuil there was 
a very marked difference in fayor of shal- 
low culture while on the clay thoero was 
no difference. During the hottest days 
the corn did not roll up as much on the 
shallow plot as on the plot cultivated 
deep, The yield was thirty-five baskots 
on tho shallow plot por acre and twenty- 
eight on the deep, Considering the vory 
small amount of rainfall and the light 
soll, with the mercury up among the 0's 
most of the time, this yield cortainly 
speaks well for a crop which should oc- 
cupy a yery conspicuous place in the rota- 
tlon of crops. Shallow culture leayes a 
mulch of loose soil to check tho evyapora- 
tion of water from below. It leayes the 
corn roots free to penetrate three or four 
feet deep for water. so that even in the 
dryest time each hill of four stalks may 
get tho twonty pailfuls of water needed. 
As Prof. King points out, the roots of an 
acre of corn pump up from the samo area 
800 to 400 tons of waitr. 


IMPROVING CURRANTS. 


When a Bush is Neglected the Fruit Is 
Small and Stunted, 


Everyone is familiar with the common 
neglect of currant bushes, often growing 
in grass under fences, and frequently 
treated with entire neglect. Old, over- 
grown bushes, which haye grown into a 
mass of brush, should be thinned and old 


stunted wood pruned out, and enriching 
and mellow cultivation given. Or, often 
still better, the whole bush may be taken 
up, divided and replanted. Tho great 
point is to give rich, mellow and continu- 
ed cultivation. The annexed figure re- 
presents the exact measured size of the 
common red currant—the small buneh 
from # neglected bush, and the larger 
from one well cultivated and yj runed.— 
Cou ntry Gentleman. 


Garden nnd Orchard,

AN IDEA IN TRELLISES. 


A Swinging Trellis That Maybe Laid Flat 
in Winter, 

Tho illustration shows how a trellis 
may be made upon which some tender 
variety of fruit or flowering yine is to be 
trained. The difficulty of properly pro- 
tecting climbers during the winter has 
often led to the abandonment of many

tender varicties that, given protection in 
winter, would have proved highly desir- 
able. With such a swinging trellis as 
that shown herewith tender grapevines or 
other tender climbers may be laid upon 
the ground and carefully covered during 
the winter, then placed upright again 
when the cold weather is passed. 


The Apple asa Commercial Crop. 

Spraylug with the copper solutions will 
not, alone, give an apple crop every year, 
as some horticulturists seem to think. 
Apples ordinarily are a full crop on 
alternate years, bocause when they do 
bear the crop is heayy and so exhaustive 
that the troe takes the following season 
to recuperate, If the fruit was thinned— 
leaving only a moderate crop to be;matur- 
ed—and the tree given proper fertiliza- 
tion, a crop could be grown every year. 
The crying need of the great majority of 
our orchards to-day, cspeciaily those that 
have been in bearing for a number of 
years, is potash in some form. There is 
nothing better than hard-wood ashes 
whero these can be obtained at fair 
prices. 

In setting out an orchard many points 
should bo taken into consideration, —such 
as the markot the fruit is designed for, 
the varietios which flourish best in the 
vicinity, productivencss, keeping quall- 
ties, ete. The commonest mistake is that 
of planting too many varieties. As a 
rule three or four varieties of established 
adaptability to your conditions and popu- 
lar in market are enough for any commer- 
clal orchard and it is oftener than other- 
wise good judgment to make the Hst still 
smaller. Single trees of varieties grown 
for family use may be udded if desired, 
but it is wiser generally to graft two or 
three kinds on a single tree to make up 
this vuriety, rather than to plant so many 
trees. We should not be deterred from 
planting desirable market varieties be- 
cause they have been badly affected by 
scab. Spraying is an antidote for that 
trouble and a man is worse than foolish 
to-day who plants apple trees, antl pro- 
poses to grow fruit without spraying. 


The Chinch Bug. 


The chinch bug is on deck in earnest, 
though State Entomologist Forbes, 
Champaign, Ill., thinks it will not he as 
serious as last year. He thinks the des- 
truction of chinch bugs by infecting them 
with disease is not to bo wholly relied 
upon. Prof. Forbes is right in saying 
that the chinch bug can be mastered 6nly 
with labor, money and pluck, but be- 
lieves all this is small compared to the 
yaluc of crops sayed. As the bugs move 
from wheat to corn in June or early July, 
he advises plowing a strip ten feet wide 
around the cornfield. working it fine as 
dust with harrow and brush and running 
back and forth through the middle a 
heavy V-trough to make a deep furrow 
with dusty sides up which the bugs will 
not crawl, but may be collected in holes 
every twenty feet and killed by kerosene. 
This will work well in dry weather as 
long as the furrow is kept in repair by 
close watching. hoo in hand, but a 
slender line of coal tar poured along a 
hardened strip of soll just beyond the fur- 
row will arrest the bugs in wet weather 
and they may be caught in post holes and 
destroyed. 

Preserving the Old Orchard, 

If the orchard is worth proserying and 
caring for, it should not be kept in grass 
but cultivated frequently, up to about 
the middle of August. Crimson clover 
might thon bo sown; If it does well, some 
pasture would be secured In lato fall and 
early spring. Replow another year and 
continue the cultivation as in tho first 
If crimson clover docs not sneceed 


yoar, ¢ 
in your Jand and locality rye might bo 
sown In order to keep the ground well 
furnished with humus and preseryo Its 


power of retaining moisture in dry 
weather. But if conditions are such that 
it scems adyisable to seed it down, then 
sow four to five quarts of timothy, two 
of red clover and ono of alsike p ro. 
In addition to this it might be well to 
add about two pounds of orchard and tall 
meadow fescue if good seed can be pro- 
duced. If the land is not run togethor 
and is friable on the surface, ib need not 
bo plowed. Cultivate, harrow and sow 
tho seed as carly as possible and roll,— 
Country Gentleman,

TRAIN ROBBERS CAPTURE $3,000 


A take Shore Express Car Robbed at the 
Point of the Pistol Near Wauseon. 

A despatch from Toledo, Ohio, says:— 
Train No, 37, the westbound New York 
and Chicago express on the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railroad, was held up 
by six masked men at 12.30 on Wednesday 
morning, ac alonely place in the woods 
known as Reece Siding, between Archibald 
and Striker, Ohio, ten miles west of Wau- 
seon.

Parton came on deck with his officers to

then 250 miles west of Rock Hall, Astern 
the steamer’s screw was kicking pleasantly, 
and she was rapidly reeling off the knots 
between her and America, 

Suddenly the officer on watch started 
with an ejaculation of surprise, grabbed 
his binooulars and drewa careful bead upon 
the distant horizon,

Nine knots ahead over the weather bow 
the sea was in a great commotion, Columns 
of spray dashed high in the air and two 
great forms, writhing like giant snails, 
played upon the bosom of the deep. But as 
the ship drew nearer they saw it was not 
all play. A battery of binoculars bore 
upon the two great creatures, and when 
they were still miles away the seamen 

radually made out their true form. 

One of the two was a whale,-and a mon- 
ster of all monsters at that, The crew 
didn’t stop to measure it, but they said as 
one man that it was full 120 feet in length.

EXCELLENT EXAMPLE. 


How Massacl Demonstrated 
the Valuo of Good Roads. 
An impetus to the movement in favor 


of good country roads is Hkely to be 
uivon by tho second annual report of the 
Massachusetts highway commission, 
Which has recontly made ita appearance. 
Massachusotts was ono of the first states 
to appreciate the importance of good 
country roads and one of tho first to take 
practical steps to secure them. Last yoar 
tho logislature of that stato passed a law 


by which the local authorities in any 
soction may have any road in the stato 
declared a state road and have expended 
upon it a portion of the state Appropria- 
tion for road improvements under the 
supervision of the state highway commis- 
sion, All that is necessary is for the 
selectmon of towns or the mayors or aldor- 
mon of cities to petition for the accept- 
anco of & road as a state highway, and if 
it can in any sense be considered a lead- 
ing road such acceptance is suro to fol 
low. 

In connection with the passage of this 
Jaw $800,000 was appropriated and placed 
at the disposal of the commission to make 
provision for such improvements as it 
inight seem advisable. The larger por- 
tion of this money was divided up among 
fourteen countios the appropriation for 
each running from $10,000 to 830,000, 
Thirty pieces of road wore .solected 
throughout of the various sections on 
which these appropriations should bo ex- 
pended, To give all parts of the stato a 
fair show in the expenditure of this road 
money it was docided that no oity or 
town should have more than two miles of 
its state roads improved by moans of 
state grant. Care was taken that all the 
improvements ordered should be of a 
connected character and that the roads on 
which they were made should He between 
important centres of population. The 
accomplishment of the work ordered by 
the commission has wrought a tremend- 
ous change in public opinion on the 
necessity for good roads. It has given 
the people an opportunity of seeing what 
they have lost through the prevalence of 
bad roads, 

Prior to the beginning of the commis- 
sion’s work an amazing amount of apathy 
existed among the country people. ‘Ihe 
leveling up of the ruts in the roads with 


plow or shovel once a year was all they 
doemed necessary, and any greater ex- 
penditure of money or labor than was re: 
quired to do this they considered wasted. 
All the improyements made undor the 
supervision of the commission were done 
by exports in road building. Competent 
engineers were employed to sea that the 
work was done thoroughly. Asa matter 
of fact, it has beon so well done as to 
arouse the enthusiasm of the people of 
the state in favor of good roads. The 
apathy has all disappeared, and instead 
of waiting for the next session of the leg- 
islature to yote another appropriation to 
continue the good work the town and 
county authorities are now voting largo 
grants to carry on the improvements on 
their own account. They have purchased 
the necessary machinery for road build- 
ing, and the work ts to be pushed without 
delay until every cornor of the state is 
furnished with good roads) The example 
of Massachussetts ls worth following by 
Illifois and other states. —Chicago Even- 
jug Post, 


Curing Grasses and Clovers, 

The natural grasses, when cut for hay, 
are generally spread and dried as rapidly 
as possible in order to segure them in the 
best possible condition, ®he same method 
is not applicable to the clover crop. It 
requires & longer time to cure properly, 
and if exposed to the scorching sun it is 
injured more than the natural grasses, 
since its succulent leaves and tender 
blossoms are quickly browned and lose 
their sweetness in a measure, and sre 
themselyos liable to be wasted in hand 
ling over. Many prefer curing in the 
cock. Mow cloyer when dry and _ free 
from dew; let it wilt, and the same day 
it is mown fork it into cocks which will 
weigh from forty to fifty pounds when fit 
for the barn, Do not rake and roll, as 
that will compress it too much. Plave in 
the barn according to the weather, but 
it may be safely mowed away while the 
heads and stalks are comparatively green 
and fresh, When fit to cart, the groon 
stalks will be found to bo destitute, or 
nearly 80, of sap, as the sap has candiod 
and the clover will keep. On tho day of 
carting turn the cocks oyer, expose the 
bottom to the sun an hour or go, and to 
each ton of hay as it goos Into the mow 
add four to six quarts of salt.

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A SOLDIER'S DAUGHTER

Nobody recommends nen for body 
woar, It's flem texturoand hard surfaco 
make it wholly non-asorbent; it allows 
tho body to become chilled by refusing tho 
perspiration, and so has been known to 
bring on serious illness, For outside wear 
in summer, linen may be tolerated os 
clothing, but nowhere olse, Where, how- 
ever, it is at its most useful and best, 1s 
in household uses For table service, for 
the toilet, and for minor namental de- 
tails, it is simply invaluable; its smooth- 
ness of texture, ite brilllancy, which laund- 


ering oven increases, its exquisite fresh- 
ness, make it the one fabric ft to drape 
the dining-table nnd to use in the toilet, 
while its suitability for necdle-work doc- 
oration, makes it admirable for all kinds 
of fancy work. And here it is rightfully 
used; but to wear nextto tho skin and 
aloep in—no. 


FASHIONS FOR JUNE. 


COLOR COMBINATIONS MORE START- 
LING THAN HERETOFORE, 


The Absence of Trimmings onthe Skirt— 
Fashion Seems to Avold Regularity In 
Anything—Blue Serge Again in Much 


Favor. 


Color combinations are even more biz- 
arre und startling than heretofore, and for 
those who like bright color there is plenty 
of it. Yetthe truthful chronicler of the 
modes must record the fact that the most 
successful gowns are in quiet tones with 
bright color used very sparingly. It re- 
quires a master hand to manipulate such 
combinations as dark blue, green and 
heliotrope, and pale blue with purple, in a 
pleasing way, andthe novice is warned 
against attempting it. 

While there are plenty of new fabrics, 
there are no decided novelties except the 
shiffon crepons. The beauty of these is 
greatly enhanced by the taste exercised in 
the choice of the silk lining; for example, 
a black and gray is givena silvery sheen 
by a lining of pearl-white taffeta; one of 
white and blue has the delicate blue 
ground beautifully brought out by a lin- 
ing of clel blue; and a gray and heliotrope 
is made over heliotrope. 

Except in thin fabrics, batistes, organ- 
dies, etc., not more than two gowns ina 
whole importation have any trimming 
npon the skirt; when {it appears it takes 
the form of fine embroidery on the seams, 
Vandykes of guipure-work running down 
from the waist, or panels on one or beth 
sides. A handsome tan-colored crepon 
has plaited panels of silk the same color 
plaided off with irregular bars of black 
satin, the pluits strapped across with 
black ribbons held by rosettes and jew- 
eléd buttons, A short shoulder-cape which 
accompanies this gown has similar panels 
on the shoulders—the full plaits giving 
the great breadth and fullness now re- 
quired there—and the cape is lined with 
the same silk, 

An elegant visiting gown, which is also 
completed with a cape, is of black bro- 
caded grenadine made over heliotrope 
silk, The skirt is without trimming, but 
the waistband is covered with gold-and- 
jet passementerie, and fastens outside the 
corsage. The sleeye-puffs and deeply 
pointed collar which drapes the shoulders 
are of grenadine, while the whole bodice 
and closelower sleeves are of accordion- 
plaited black chiffon trimmed with inser- 
tions of fine passementerie. The stock- 
collar matches the girdle, but the neck of 
the cape is finished with an immense 
plaited ruche of grenadine ribbon. 

While there are so few novelties in the 
actual cut of gowns or in fabrics, there 
was never more ingenuity displayed in 
the invention of details, especially in the 
finish of the necks and the arrangement 
of trimming on the fronts of .corsages, 
which are dainty in the extreme,and often 
bewildering in their intricacy. There are 
all sorts of cunning little tabs, turrets,and 
points of tucked and lace-frilled mull and 
batiste which are turned over the front of 
silk, ribbon or velvet neck-bands; lace and 
ribbon are also fulled in the neck-band to 
stand up in soft, irregular ruffles. In 
fact, except in the stiff, matched arrange- 
ment of double trimmings on some hats, 
Fashion seems to avoid regularity in any- 
thing. 

Blue serge is again in much favor, and 
seems to be one of those standard fabrics 
of Which women never tire. A handsome

going-away gown for a bride is of blue 
serge with a plaited blouse of white satin 
having athread-like embroidery of gold. 
The jacket-revers are faced with white 
satin, and finished on the edge with a nar- 
row vine of embrofdery; and the jacket- 
revers can be turned forward and buttoned 
straight up the front, entirely concealing 
the blouse, 

Some fashions seem designed purposely 
to waste matorial, yet thoy are 60 pretty 
that it is a stolid woman who can resis 
thom.

Tho blouse in the above costume is 
good example of this, It is slashed ail 
around about four inches aboye tho wals?.

It isa much debated question among 
mothers who make a study of dress for 
themselves, as to whether it is wisest to 
train the small men and women to live up 
to ideal clothes, or to let them grow upin 
plain unconspicuous garments, untram- 
meled by the conventions of dress. Cer- 
tain it is that the little girl will take on 
dainty airs in reflection of her pretty 
gowns; nothing teaches children to carry 
themselves well so surely as being dressed 
to the part they are wanted to play.

At two yearsof age the 
skirts begin to shorten, having up to this 
age reached to the instep, or barely 
escaped the ground, At three they reach 
quite to the knee, where they remain until 
the prospective woman has reached the 
mature age of nine; then they are length- 
ened an inch or so for each year, until, a> 
fifteen, they ave down to the boot tops.

Court of Revision. 

Judge Fralick held a court of revision in 
the town hall for the purpose of consider- 
ing appeals from the town asaessment, The 
principal appeal was that of the Rathbun Co, 
in reference to the assessment of $100 per 
acre oncertain farm lands north and west 
of the town, Tho company hold that under 
the act of 1892 theso lands could only be 
assessed as farm lands even though thoy 
were within the town limite, Judge Fra- 
lick upheld this view and the valuation of 
the lands was then ontered into.

He said 
that the Pope claimed the power of releasing 
men from allegiance to their sovereign, to 
absolve from osths, annul marriages, Such 
church should not be entrusted with the 
education of the children of the country. 
Some people would say in opposition that 
Rome was changed, but its principles as 
enunciated by the present Pope and bishops 
were the same as formerly. He hoped his 
hearers would not stand by and ece the 
Dominion government enforce sepsrate 
schools on Manitoba, 

Coming to Partyiam, he accused the two 
great parties in this country as being guilty 
of truckling for votes tothe Roman Catholic 
church and the liquor interest. Only twice 
bad the two parties voted together on great 
queetione ot principle. The first of these 
was when the Dominion Parliament voted 
sympathy with the moonlighters,ex-convicte, 
etc., who were ugitating for Home Rule in 
lrelaud, The late John White was ap 
honorable exception, but the others, both 
Papiets and Orangemen, as it was on the eve 
ofa general election, voted for this resolu- 
tion, The eecond time both parties had 
voted together was on the occasion of the 
Jesuite Estates Bill.

TROUT CULTURE ON THE FARM

Tho culture of brook trout, even on o 
y | Small sealo, isa source of continual do- 
light, and with pure running water at 


hand anyone who has carefully observed 
the habits and requiremonts of trout in 
thoir native brooks can successfully raise 
them. Ifa stream crosses the farm the 
pond should not be made directly In ne 
with the course or bed of it, or froshets 
may wash its embankments away. At 
least every hard rain will roll the pond, 
depositing mud to tho detriment of the 
finny prisoners. Ifa stream is to supply 
the water make the pond at one side of 
it, but nover on a flat that may be over- 
flowed. Tho best method is to dolve the 
reservoir out of tho side of some slope 
rising from the stream, and then carry 
the water to it by an open feeder, high 
enough up in its source to permit of a 
gontle, easy flow, as seen in the accom- 
panying sketch. This feeder may be a 
deep, narrow ditch with sod banks, and 
protected at both its ingross and egress by 
finely woyen wire screens. Tho pond it- 
self need not be more than four or five 
feot deop in the contro, sloping to a shal- 
low edge at tho olrcumference, Break up 
the ground with a plow, and then use a 
common road scraper in moving the earth 
to the lowest side, Repeating this opera- 
tion, aclroular or oblong excavation is 
made, with strong earth banks, Then 
placo four rocks on the bottom, each as 
large asa half-bushel measure, letting 
them rost far enough apart to be covered 
by a large, flat stone, under which the 
shy fish inay hide. One such covert is 
sufficiont for a pond of two or threo 
square rods in extent, while several 
should lw provided in Jarger ponds, If 
possible makg a cold spring tributary to 
the pond, or if practicable make the 
pond around it, utilizing the fountain 
head for the water supply. Trout will

over 4 portion of the pond bed, but leave 
some of it with carth bottom. The slope 
surrounding the pond should be kept in 
grass, so that rains will not wash dirt 
into the water, A neat gravel walk 
should encirclo the pond, and shade trees 
planted about it will serve to keep the 
water cool. 

When angling for trout in the brooks it 
will be noticed that moro than one-half 
of the fish caught are so little injured by 
the hook that they will live if tmmedi- 
ately placed in frosh water, Carry a large 
pail, and by frequently changing the 
Water two-thirds of the catch may be 
saved for stocking the fish pond. A slow- 
or way {is to obtain the young fry from a 
fish hatchery. Very young trout can he 
fed on boiled oggs chopped fine, and larg- 


‘er ones on fresh beef cut into small 


pieces, Other scraps that the fish will 
eat, and which will not pollute the wator, 
may be given them. They should be fed 
at least once o day, and in the cool of the 
evening they will frequently leap from 
the water to snap gamily at the food that 
is thrown to them. 

Trout spawn in September and October, 
and it is well to take the screen away 
from the terminal end of the feedor in the 
fall, that the female fish may be encour- 
aged to lay their oggs there. 


Yuanger From Milk, 

The Massachusetts society for the pro- 
motion of agriculture has recently pub- 
lished In book form the results of its 
thorough investigation as to the infecti- 
ousness of milk from tuberculous cows. 
The object was to determine, especially, 
whether the infectious element of tuber- 
culosis over existed In milk from tubercu- 
lous cows whose udders were apparently 
healthy. Some of the results, briefly, are 
as follows: Kighty-clght guinea pigs 
wore inoculated with milk from fifteen 
cows; tuberculosis was found in twelye of 
these pigs, after using milk from six 
different cows. Ninety-five rabbits were 
inoculated and six of them found with 
tuberculosis. Milk of tuberculous cows 
wero fed to forty-eight rabbits, and two 
showed tuberculosis. Twelve pigs ,were 
fed on the milk and five produced p»sitive 
results, with suspicion in two others, 
Twenty-one calves produced eight with 
tuberculosis. Circular letters were sont 
out to physicians and veterinary sur- 
geons; asking whether they had ever seen 
a case of tuberculosis that could be traced 
to the milk supply. Answers wero ro- 
eoived from 991, of which forty-eight had 
seon or suspected the existence of such 
cases, This is less than six por cont. 
which the trustees regard as remarkably 
small. The conclusions of the report areas 
follows: 

1. Whileithe transmission of tubercu- 
losis by milk is probably not the most 
important means by which the discase 
is propagated, it is something to be 
guarded against most carefully. 

2. Tho possibility of milk from tuber- 
cnlous udders containing the infectious 
cloment 1s undeniable, 

4 With the evidence hore presented, 
it is equally undeniable that milk from 
discased cows with no appreciable lesion 
of tho udder may, and not infrequently 
docs, contain the bacillus of the disease, 

4. Therefoo all such milk should bo 
condemned for food. 

It is ovidont to us that the results of 
this investigation tend to rollove the pub- 
lic mind from apprehension of dangor 
from this source. The reports of vetorin- 
ary surgeons aro evidently binsed by their 
profession, and those of physicians sro 
not positive. We would much rather 
have an opinion upon tke actual results 
of research by the society itself. Noithor 
the veterinary nor the medical profession 
aro compotent to judge in thismatter, It 
roquires special investigation with special 
advantages at ita command. Tho tuber- 
culosis scaro will subside under careful 
and sclentiflc investigation. That thoro 

ia danger is obvious; that it is less than 
oxtromists would have us believe is 
equally obvious.

utifully on elther side, one can hard- 
ly find a spob of ground which is not 
covered with back yard rofuse. If these 
people who consider the whole country 
frec, would dig a hole and bury such re- 
fuse out of sight, or dump it in a hole 
and shovel a little carth over it, doubtloss 
nature would soon conceg} thelr broken 
treasure. But at presont it fis nota 
pleasant sight for country ple or any- 
one else, and this practics should be dis- 
continued. There is very little to encour- 
age country people to beautify their road- 
sides, For instance, thoro is a case very 
near the home of a farmer haying about 
halfo mile of land fronting a public 
street, who has taken a certain amount 
of pride in picking up all the stones and 
smoothing off the land by the roadside, 
so that it is groon and loyel. Too lovel, 
in fact, so that pooplo will turn down on 
it and drive right straight up through, 
past the front gate, cutting doep ruts, 
not only during tho springtime when the 
roads aro muddy, but in the warm 
weather if the roads are o triflo dusty. 
Of course the people who do this havo 
their own roadsides dug out in holes from 
which they cart soll to tho barpyard, or 
covered with heaps of stone picked up 
from the farm. ‘Who road 1s always kopt 
in good repair, but there is a cortain 
lawlossness about such things tn tho 
country that is discouraging to improyo- 
ments and exasperating to would-bo im- 
provers.—Alico EK, Pinpoy in Rural Now 
Yorker, 


Boda Cannot Take the Place of Potash, 


So far as the plant 1s concerned, 4 largo 
amount of the most refined inyestigation 
would appear to demonstrate conclusively 
that soda cannot in any sonse or to any 
extont tako the place of potash in plant 
nutrition, Plants growing in presonce of 
abundance of potash usually take up and 
contain more potash than thoy really 
need. This accldontal or unnecosseary 
potash may indeed be replaced by soda, 
but both may bo withhold without dotri- 
mont to the plant, Even tho saltworts 
and sea weeds which usually grow in soils 
or water containing much sodium com- 
pounds, flourish equally well in absence 
of soda, bub cannot exist in default of 
potash, 

On tho other hand soda may @omoetimos 
or often take the placo of potash os a 
fertilizer. In such cases it operates in- 
directly, not by ontering itsolf into the 
crop 48 4 neodful food to tho plants, but 
by its action on the soll, making moro 
rapidly available somo other ingredient 
of tho soll, —!t may bo potash, or lime or 
nitrogon,—which ia thote prosent but ox- 
ists in a comparatively inort state. It is 
woll ostablished that the uso of soda as a 
fortilizor has often increased crops, but ex- 
porlonce shows that it is commonly un 
certain and unsafe for application to 
land. In any case ib docs not onrich tho 
soll or inorcaso its stores of plant foud, but 
almply facilitates thoir solutign, consump. 
tion and, if may easily he, tholr waste,

A Discussion on the Rolation of the Poul- 

try Industry to tho State. 

It is truo, that while tho poultry in- 
dusty in most states 1s already of great 
importance, there Is no doubt a possibil- 
ity of developing it still furthor, says a 
correspondent in the American Agricul- 
turist. My exporlonce has boon perhaps 
along tho yery linos that should give me 
some Nght on what should be dono to 
still further develop this industry in any 
locality. I would say: 1. Teach the 
farmers and poultry keepers the principles 
of profitable poultry managomont. 2 
Show them which are the best breeds to 
keep to securo tho various products. & 
Inform thom just what the markots do- 
mand, when their products should bo 
placed on the market, and how thoy 
should be prepared that they may be sold 
at the highest ratos. That is, make 
known to the majority who keop poultry 
agoment? To tell the truth I do not 
what Is now known only by a fow. How 
shall we doit? Where can one got instruo- 
tions on the prinoiples of poultry man- 
know. Most people have to pick it up 
here and there from every ayailablo 

source. I know of no such placo in this 

country where such knowledge {s brought 
together and represented in a course of 
instruction, or where any poultry in- 
struction ts given that 1s of any account. 

The Royal college of agriculture of 
England proyides such a course, and Pro- 
fessor Brown, who occupies the chair 
and devotes himself to theso subjects, is 
a rogular momber of the faculty, 

A general knowledgo of the various 
broeds or varioties of poultry Is of great 
advantage to the poultry raiser. Individ- 
uals gain much of this from poultry 
books and other poultry publivations, 
This knowledge may be taught in schools 
and agricultural colleges by local poultry 
fanciers and given to the general public 
throngh lectures at farmers’ institutes; 
but the most valuable sources of instruc- 
tion in this direction to the people at 
largo, are the poultry exhibitions At 
these one may see the yarious breeds and 
become famillar with their pizo, shape 
and markings. These birds may bo com- 
pared and much learned as to which are 
thirfty and profitablo, tender and un- 
profitable, or only beautiful and orna- 
mental, Although poultry associations 
are usually a union of fanciers, those 
who raise beautifnl birds for recreation 
only, their oxhibitions have done much 
for tho practical poultry raiser. 

Poultry shows are indirectly of great 
yaluc to the poultry industry of any 
state whero only strictly pure breeds are 
exhibited, and like agricultural and 
horticultural fairs should, we believe, 
receive public or state ald. The legisla- 
tures of a number of states give an annu- 
al bounty to its principal poultry socie- 
ties. One poultry society in Ontario re- 
celyos $900 from the lelgslature far use in 
holding an annual poultry exhibition, 
and another recelyes $100 annually; and 
by the way, Canada is fast coming.to the 
front with her poultry products. Minne- 
sota and Nebraska give their state poul- 
try society an annual grant. Two years 
ago Connectlout gaye $500 to aid the state 
poultry association in holding a show. I 
believe that Rhodo Island was the first to 
give state aid to her poultry show. Sho 
commenced with an annual bounty of 
3300 and a few years lator increased it to 
$400, and we hope that the appropriation 
will soon be increased to $1,000, the same 
amount that is granted to her county 
agricultural societies The expense of 
running a poultry exhibition ina large 
city each winter is considerable, but the 
advantages afforded the people are propor- 
llonately ut. 

Tho usefulness of poultry shows would 
be much increased if more encouragement 
were given to utility exhibits If liberal 
prizes were offered on fowls, geose, ducks 
and turkeys for the tadle qualities only, 
regardless of the purity of tho breed, on 
various crosses alive and dressed and on 
collection of yarleties of oggs, otc., tho 
shows would be of greater intorest to a!l 
classes, and of much more practical yaluo 
to poultry raisers. But the market rais- 
ers as 4 rule do not contribute. They are 
to the fanciers what the pot hunter js to 
the sportsman. He usually even refusos 
to give more than dressed poultry will 
bring inthe market for pure-bred stock 
which he secures for tho improvemont 
of his stock. He apparently grudges 
paying the fancier anything for his 
labors. There are exceptions, however, 
for somo farmers will willingly pay good 
prices and appreciate the value of unusu- 
ally fine pure-bred males for the produc 
tion of poultry as well asin the produc- 
tion of beof, mutton and pork. 

Is it any wonder then that fanciers rur: 
their shows in the interest of tho fancy 
stock? They may be somewhat toZblamo 
for not offering more encouragement to 
other branches, and I bolieve it would 
financially help them out in thoir shows 
if they should do so. 

When the state, appreviating the yaluo 
of these exhibitions, steps in and aids 
the shows with public monoy, she has a 
duty. Sho should do what tho fanciers 
have done for themselyes but have not 
done for the ordinary poultry keepers, 
that is, provide valuable object lessons 
that are quickly learned by all. At tho 
time of these shows extensive praetical 
poultry raisers and Jargo buyers and deal- 
ers may be secured to lecture on tatton- 
ing, dressing, and shipping poultry pro- 
perly. Thuy of all persons can toll the 
farmers what thoy need most to know; 
furnish the yery knowlege In which so 
many are woefully lacking. 

The poultry industry is one of thofmost 
profitable branches of agriculture, but it 
has raceived less attention and encourago- 
mont than almost any other industry, It 
should be so no longer. ‘ho timo hag 
come for a ‘change. Not only should 
each%state make an appropriation annual- 
ly to insure thar a poultry show shall bo 
held within her borders each winter, 
but she should have a spectal poultry 
commissioner on her stato board of agri- 
culture to look out for hor poultry In- 
torests, stamp out diseasosof poultry, 
aid and improve poultry shows, hunt out 
best men to lecture on poultry toples for 
sarmors’ institutes and conduct o regular 
bureau of information for tho poultry 
kocpors of tho state. 

The state has the right to interfere to 
protect this industry from injury. It 
should be against the law for ono to bar- 
bor on his promises a disease of poultry 
which threatens the ruin of other flocks, 
There should be a careful and competent 
official on every state board of agriculture 
who shonld huthority to make 
vestigations and take prom t 
tive menstres to stamp out 
further spread of any 
cane that may oceur,

SUMMER LUXURIES. 


HAMMOCKS AND HAMMOCK PILLOWS 
WITHIN THE REACH OF ALL. 


Barrel-Stave Hammocks Are More Com- 


fortable Than They Look—The Ideal 


Hammock Pad—Fillows Can Be Made to 
Sult the Individual Taste, 


Knotted hemp twine hammocks are ex 
pensive to buy and tedious to make—espe- 
cially where there are several members 
of the family so addicted tothe use of 
these summer luxuries as to insist upon 
having one apiece. Barrel stave ham- 
mocks are far more comfortable than they 
look—especially if a hammock pad is 
securely fastened over the staves—and they 
are within the reach of anyone’s purse and 
ingenuity. 

Get a sugar barrel, if possible, as it is 
the cleanest. Bore one-inch augur holes 
about four inches from the top and bot- 
tom before the hoops are loosened. After 
removing the hoops, knot the staves to- 
gether with elght-inch hemp rope, leaving 
sufficient length of rope at each end for 
double hangers. 

There are two strands of rope te each 
side, passing alternately over and under 
the end of the staves which are strung as 
closely as the firmly tied knot between 
each one will permit—the details and 
finished hammock being shown in the il- 
lustrations, 

The ideal hammock pad and pillow is 
cool to the touch, soft to the head and in- 
different alike to sun or an occasional 

shower, and to combine all these require- 
ments there is nothing better than wash- 
able linen covers stuffed with sweet fresh 
hay or herbs. Hay is always at hand in 
the country, andsomakes the simplest 
and easiest of fillings. 

The sweet herbs can be found in every 
bit of woodland, and require only patience 
for the drying and a little knowledge as 


SSS 


to what to collect. Sweet fern is delight. 
ful. The familiar bayberry is excellent in 
all the young shoots, and sassafras and 
sweet fern mixed are pungent and sweet 
at one and the same time, 

To be successful the leaves must be 
stripped from the stems, placed in a bag 
and dried without direct exposure to the 
sun. Dut when once they are in readiness 
they are hardy, sweet, aromatic, delight- 
ful, and anap taken upon them induces 
dreams of the most restful sort. The pad 
aud pillows should be laced at one end, 
so that they can easily be emptied and re- 
filled, 

One of the prettiest of the pillows is of 
old pink linen. On it are some big tumb- 
ling chrysanthemums, simply outlined 
with heavy white linen floss, and its three- 
inch hem is supplied with eyelet holes, 
through which the lacing is easily run. 
If by any accident the pillow {s forgotten 
ind is left out ina summer rain, it needs 
only to be unlaced, shaken free of its con- 
tents, dried and refilled to be quite as good 
asnew. The hay is pleasant to lie upon, 
and if frequently changed has a faint, 
sweet odor, while at the same time it en- 
genders none of the heat that comes of 
down or other feathers. The linen will 
stand both sun and water, To be sure, 
continued exposure will cause it to fade a 
little, but it never becomes disagreeable 
in appearance, and atripto the laundry 
will always make it fresh and dainty once 
more. 

Another pleasing pillow is linen in the 
natural, undyed, unbleached color famil- 
far in grass cloth and is embroidered in 
white and green, The design in this in- 
stance is dogwood, and the blossoms are 
worked in long and short stitch in place 
of mere outline. The lacing is a heayy 
white cord and the effect is a most delight- 
ful one, In contrast with the pink it 
makes a charming picture, and it would 
be difficult to find any hammock better 
equipped, 

These covers for pads and pillows are, 
of course, what you would like to make if 
you had the time and the pin money to 
put into stamping, silk floss and embreid- 
ery. If you lack cither money or time, 
you can readily content yourself with a 
sateen printed in your favorite flower in 
fast colors, or even with the never failing 
“turkey-red,’? which brightons up the 
shadows under the cool green of vines and 
trees, and & therefore used quite exten- 
sively in pads for pinzza and lawn chairs 
and hammocks. 

Any pad or pillow ts the more attractive 
for full ruffles five or six inches wide 
The wider the rufMe the fuller it must. be

DEATH OF J, J. DOYLE,

Jonss James Doylé, a well known and 
respected resident of Richmond township, 
died from consumption at his residence, 7th 
concession, near Kingsford, on Saturday 
Aug. 3rd.

HOME-MADE DEVICE FOR COOLING MILK. 
as follows: Toa 4x4 timber, four feet 
long, are attacbod two circular platforus 
three foot In dlametor: theso platforms 
are twenty-two Inches apart, On the 
lower one the cans containing milk and 
cream are placed, on the upper one crocks 
of butter or othor articles that one desires 
to keep cool. The cans aro made of 
heaviest tin Sig inches in diameter and 
twenty in height, To them are secured 
handles five inches from the top; on 
these handles set the can covers, which 
are nine inches In diameter at the closed 
end, flaring to ten inches at tho other 
end. These covers aro six inches deep, 
and when in proper place on the cans, 
there is considerable space over and 
around the top of the cans, allowing the 
gas and odors to escape, but preventing 
the water from entering when all are sub- 
merged in the well. Milk is set for 
twonty-four hours. Eneh morning and

Spring Changes in Milk, 

It is interesting to notice the variation 
of butter fats made by herds and cows 
which may be accurately shown by tho 
Babcock testing machine. Whon grass 
first comes in the spring and farmors 
begin to decrease thelr grain ration, ox- 
changing it for the most perfect ration 
ever grown, tho flush feed of May and 
June, the incrensing yleld 1s perceptible. 
In tho caso of woll-bred Jersey herds tt Is 
remarkable. Holsteins and only ordin- 
ary natives appear to respond less liberal- 
ly to the chango in food and conditions. 
The Babcock machine nnd what it will 
prove to tho-wide-awake dalryman may 
be made of inestimable yalue to him, 

Avold the June flush of silk, with its 
low prices for calyos ond all dairy pro- 
duce, by having your cows calve at any 
time except May and June. Tho modern 
dairyman who is making the most 
money hires but little help, devotes tho 
time from May to September to raising 
forage and grain crops, keeps only a lim- 
jted dairy ih milk during the summer, 
and puts his energies {nto the dairy dur- 
ing tho other elght months. 


Effect of Food on Butter, 

Carefully studied exporiments tn feod- 
ing dairy cattle show that the kind of 
fol the cows consume has o pronounced 
effect on tho hardness of the butter. So 
far 4s tho exporimonts haye gono it ap- 
re (1) That gluten meal tonds to pro- 
duce 6 much softer quality of butter than 
cornmeal or cottonseed meal, and, other 
things being equal, tonds to lessen tho 
churnability of the butter fat. (2) That 
silage produces & much softer butter than 
does good hay, but it Is also favorable to 


pen 


evening the cage is raised, new milk is 
put on, and that which has been on for 
twenty-four hours is skimmed. This 
skimmed milk is always sweet. To the 
handles of the cans are hooked s:mall 
wooden tags marked respectively M, K, 
©, standing for morning, evening, cream, 
which enables one ats glance to deter- 
mine the contents of a can and age of 
milk. The cage is welghted with brick 
attached to the bottom as as to give tho 
necessary weight to sink cans and con- 
tents as deeply as desired. and assist in 
maintaining their upright position. This 
apparatus was used all through the hot 
summer months of last year and continu- 
ed this winter, with the result of always 
obtaining firm, sweet and high colored 
butter. 


TESTING THE COWS. 


A Simple Method of Determining the Per- 
formance of Each. 

“Test your cows,’’ is the adyice con- 
tinually given by dairymen and agricul- 
tural papers, and, like most adyice, is 
heeded least by those who need it most. 
Many farmers, while admitting its wis- 
dom, excuse themselves from rollowing it 
on the plea that they have no testing ap- 
paratus, and therefore no means of know- 
ing the respective performances of the 
cows. 

To such I would say that no sclontific 
apparatus is nee y. The chyrn is 
after all the most factory kind of 
tester. All that is necessary is to keup 
one cow's milk separate for a couple of 
days, all the cream being carefully ro- 
moved. When the cream has ripened it 
should be churned, and the scales will 
give the preduct, both of milk and but- 
ter. After cach cow in the herd has thus 
begn testal, a comparison of results will 
tell which are the most profitable cows 
and which do not pay for their keop. A 
little of this kind of testing would cause 
many a farmer to change his opinion of 
tho merits of the respective members of 
his herd, and enablo him to weed out 
worthless stock, Try it The test is a 
simple onc: it is cnsily ie id tho 
results cannot be dispu it, and 
you will never regret the you have 
had in finding out the le in your 
profits. —C. D. Bell, in N. ¥. World. 


By Freezing It Can Me Retuined for Six 
Months or More, 

Concerning cold st zo of butter, we 
will say that there is only one method 
that will keep butter so as to proservo its 
es rosy flavor, and that is by froezing 
t. 

The old method of cold storage by hold- 
ing it at a temperature of thirty-cight to 
forty degrees would keep the butter 
getting rancid, but it would soon Jo 
fine flavor and show a sort of dead, cold- 
storage taste. If refrigerators are con- 
structed on a system whereby a temypora- 
ture of from sixteen to twenty degroes 
can constantly be maintained, butter can 
be held in a swogt rosy ccg@dition six 
mouths, Recent experiments hayo {n- 
dicated that it is petter to go down even 
as low as olght dogroes above toro. Tho 
butter doos not lose its flavor quickly 
when brought Into consumption. Tho 
sixty-pound package, olther in tisbs or 
firkins, is probably the bost form of pack- 
age for this work.—Hoard’s Dojryman.

Wheat to ils Hogs, 
srous articlos have appeared on 
focding wheat to hogs, and I presume 
many, if not all, who fod the ground food 
used tho old-fahsioned slop barrel and 
bucket to dish it out to the porkers. Ag 
I have not seen any article on how to feed 
whoat slop to a larg number of hogs 
conveniently I will give my plan of foud- 
ing 
Vig. 1 ropresents a part of my trough, 
hewn out of a treo thirty-throo feet long. 
The crossboards are 1x15x10 inches, cub

lovel at one end. The picces are toe-nail- 
ed to the bottom of trough and also paila 
driven In at each end. I used oak lumb- 
or for this, as it 1s stronger than pine, 
A space of fourteen inches {s given Sa 
each hog to feed from. My trough wil 
accommmodate fifty-one head of hogs of 
any size. I haye also a coyer made of 
12-inch pine boards to cover the trough 
in case of rain or snow. These covers I 
raisc and lower by means of small pulleys 
fastoned to pleces of boards, nailed por- 
pondiculor to tho bottom of tho trough 
and extending high enough so that when 
the covers a:e drawn up they will not 
interfere with the hogs when feeding. 
Thoy also preyent the hogs from juimp- 
ing over tho trough. 

The barre! is on a truck fifteen inches 
high. ‘he wheels are from an old straw 
stackir. ‘Tho slop is lot out of the barrel 
from # two-inch faucet with a slide and 
through a three-inch rubber hose into the 
trough. When the slop is stirred suffi- 
clently I pull out tho slide and tho bar- 
rel, being full of slop and fifteen inches 
higher than the trough, will give it 
enough pressure to run out pretty thick 
slop. The truck runs on n 2x8 wooden 
track. When the trough ts full at the 
place I started I close the slide, lift up 


my hose and push the barrel further on 
until the trongh is filled. I thus stand 
by watching the slop run ont into tho 
trough instead of handling and carrying 
it with a bucket. 

T have also fastencd an apparatus onto 
the barre! to stir the slop with. It works 
on the principle of the old-fashioned 
churn with a handlo attached to the 
dasher. A scantling, 2x4x2 feet, ripped 
open at the top for the handle, Is bolted 
onto the barrel, Tho stirring apparatus

is made out of three hickory pieces, one 
inch by three feet, bolted on the upper 
end to a three-inch triangular piece oi 
hickory and this upper part is fastened 
With an iron hinge to the handle. The 
bottom or dashor is made with one-inch 
boards nailed together and holes bored 
in to fit the three upright hickory pieces. 

The wheat is ground by wind power 
and the truck is rnn into the mill so that 
thore is yery little handling of feed and 
water. 

Haying a platform around my trough 
and losing no feed through the handling 
ofa bucket I claim that I can serve one 
peck of feed per day in foeding forty 
hogs. Besides the slop is kept clean as 
the hogs cannot get their feet into the 
trough. Tig. 2 will give an iden of the 
stirring muachinory.—Alex. Kennel in 
Ohio Farmer.

Greon food all through the summor and 
fall months can be obtained with good 
grass, ryo, clover, roots and othor crops 
planted on rich soil. The food yalue of 
ali these products needs no demonstra- 
tion. But a great mistake many growers 
make is to starve the animals by giving 
them yery little or no grain. Good 
growing animals need grain even in tho 
summer when green food is so abundant, 
and it is mistaken economy to deny them 
this. The dairyman finds this out when 
he tries to sell his croam and butter and 
the beef and pork packers when they cal- 
culate up the cost of raising every pound. 
Grain is an essential food for cattle sum- 
mer and winter.

| BICYCLES USED BY SHEEP MEN 


IN CALIFORNIA. 


The Machine Supplanting the Horse on 
the Plains—Herders Run Down Coyotes 
on Tholr Novel Steeas—Tho krabbit 


asa Pacemukor. 


Hording sheop on a bicycle isan inuova- 
tion introduced by Frank Smith on tha 
wide, roadless plains lying between 
Fresno slough and the foothills of the 
const range, in the western part of Fresno 
county, Perhaps the wheel will not 
come into general use for that purpose, as 
it is nearly always impracticable to ride 
a bloycle oyor ranges whoro sheop find 
pastdrage, but nature has provided ono 
of tho finest courses in the world on the 
open plains of tho west side, where the 
ground is as level as a floor, and tho 
wheelman can often ride fifty miles with- 
out changing his course, and all the time 


over a country where roads are almost 
unknown, and where not a fence or a 
ditch Interpose to stop the journey. The 
cabins ofa fow homesteaders sometimes 
meet the view, dotting the horizon here 

nd thore, but aside from these thore is 
iia or no evidence of civilization in all 

6 country as faras the eyo can reach, 

That region is dead waste, almost 
without vegetation, except during the 
rainy weeks of winter and early spring 
When the hot weather comos the short 
growth of alfilaria dries and the winds 
swoop every yestigo of it from the face of 
the earth, leaying the ground smooth 
and level as a race course, 

This season the unusual rains and the 
phenomenal warmth hayo produced ao 
growth of verdure such as has seldom 
been known there, covering the earth 
like a carpet. The shcepmen have driven 
their herds to that quarter from all sides 
because pasturage there costs nothing. 
Frank Smith, who has charge of several 
herds, breaks the monotony, says the San 

Francisco Chronicle, by gliding onzhis 
wheel from band to band, thus dispensing 
with a horse and deriving pleasure from 
what was before work. He can round up 
a herd quicker than a dog can do it. The 
dogs seem to view the bicycle with dis- 
gust, and look upon it as the latest device 
of labor saving machinory. 

Tho most novel experience is in riding 
after coyotes, which always hang upon 
the outskirts of a band of sheep, ready 
to puta sick or crippled one out of its 
misery the moment the herder’s back ia 
tnrned. A coyote is able to keep ahead of 
a bicyclo, and enjoys the exercise for the 
first few miles. But when he has had an 
hour or two of the sport, and the tireless 
and unflagging wheel continues to hang 
upon his line of retreat, the fun begins to 
woar off, and the long-cared galloper of 
the plains realizes that tho transaction is 
not intended for a joke. By the time 
another hour has passed, and ten ora 
dozen miles more of the level plain havo 
beon meastived off, and tho remorseless 
wheel continues not more than two hund- 
red and twenty yards in the rear, or per- 
haps has gained a little, the situation be- 
comes decidedly unpleasant for the coy- 
ote. The smile of scorn that curled his 
lip during the first ten miles‘of the race, 
as he looked back, first over one shoulder 
and then over the other, gradually dis- 

pears soon after the second ten miles 
i entered upon. The animal looks back 
as often as ever, but the expression on his 
impudent face seems to say that the joke 
has been carried far enough, and he is 
willing to play quits if the wheel is wil- 
ling. 

The coyote is a long-winded animal, 
and it takes a good wheelman to ride one 
down. Under ordinary circumstances it 
is impossible, for he will strike for a 
thicket when he discovers that it Is to be 
a survival of the fittest. But on the west 
side plains there are so few places of con- 
cealment and the prairies are so level and 
limitless that the coyote may haye to run 
two or three hours before he can find 
cover. Tho latter part of such arun is 
a weary one for him. He may be able 
to escape, but sometimes he falls a victim 
to the reyolver of the whoolman, and once 
in awhilo he is lassoed, although in such 
no caso he must bo shot anyway, for his 
teeth are called into action as soon as he 
finds himsolf at tho ond ofa rope. Be- 
sides, he is apt to jerk the rider off his 
wheel by sudden turns. 

The jackrabbit 1s not so noble game as 
the coyote from the point of view of the 
Dicyclist, but is harder to run down, It 
is not because of greator speed or greater 
endurance, but because the rabbit will 
not run very far in astraight linc. When 
it finds itself pursued it may run in one 
direction for awhile, but it soon doubles 
back, and from that thne on it runs in 
circles or more probably in an angular

Efforts have been made two or threo 
times to run down the only antelope In 
central California perhaps, but tho efforts 
did not mect with success, because these 
animals never yenture very far from tho 
foothills of the coast range, and when 
pursued they run for rough ground. An 
antelopo, after it has drunk its fill, could 
not outrun o bicycle ten miles on smooth 
ground, ‘Tho animals aro swift for a mile 
or two, but thoy cannot keep up thoir 
pace long at a timo. Thoso in Fresno 
county hayo their home in the brush 
back of the first range of foothills and 
soldom yenture out upon the plaina.

Philadelphia Press :— 

Up among the hills of New Hampshire, 
where the sterility of the eoiland the 
rigours of the climate produce hardy 
community, inurad to toil and noted for 
the simplicity and spirituality of ite every- 
day life, there developed into manhood 
about twenty years ago a youth to whom

His life was as simple and as common- | 


place as a plain New England lad could 
find it bred upona farm, From infancy 
up to the period of engaging in life's 
strugyles his associations were pure. The 
breath of evil had neyer crossed the threa- 
hold of this rustic home, An atmosphere 
of pence and a epirit of deeply moral 
reverence pervaded it, and within the 
shadow of this wholesome influence 4 
character was formed in ‘which it seems

By nature the child reared in such sur- 
roundings bore the early stamp of piety. 
His boyhood was mepacisly marked for the 
absence of the usual mischievous propens- 
ities which boyhood is prone to,.

LOST ALL MEMORY 
and all trace of the past through this pe- 
culiar misfortune, he said, when by some 


his memory returned to him in an instant, 
and ho was brought back to himself. ‘The 
returo of his faculties was like the flash of 
a light, he said, and it brought him back to 
the old days when ho left his New England 
home. 

His wife, who had become divorced, but 
who bad not remarried, was overwhelmed 
by the surprise, it is said, and became 
hysterical with joy. The strange story of 
the sudden stroke of insanity was implicitly | 
believed, not only by the long-deserted 
wife, but by the people of the village, 
Tilton, in which she was living last No- 
bember. 

After relating this story, Mudgett 
declined to accept the hospitality of his 
wife’s home on that cold and gloomy night, 
when he returned as suddenly as though 
a meteor had dropped from the sky. He 
said he must hasten to the village of Gil- 
manton, to see his parents.

The sheltered bays and estuaries of the 
St. Lawrence, with wide, muddy beaches, 
are where the best eel fisheries are, From 
high water mark to low water mark on 
these beaches a wicket fence, made by 
weaving trimmed saplings, about an inch 
in diameter, very snugly among upright 
stakes, is set in the mud. ‘These stakes 
are four feet high and set a foot and a half 
apart, The fence is made in panels of ten 
feet in length for convenience in removing 
and repairing. Each panel is a rough 
frame of two beams held together by cross- 
pieces nailed from one beam tothe other, 
and two and one-half feet long. One beam 
is punctured with holes at a distance to 
correspond with the space between the 
atakes of the woven work, and ‘into these 
holes the stakes are driven, In the parallel 
beam three holes are bored, slanting. 
Three braces are run from the top of each 
panel, the lower ends of the braces being 
held by the slanting hole in the opposite 
heam, the upper end of each brace having 
a hole boréd in it which fits over the tops 
of the stakes, 

These panels are withed to each other at 
the ends, making a fence across the beach, 
sometimes 500 yards long. At intervals of 
four feet a stake is driven into the ground 
along tho fence and reaching high above it. 
These stakes support a net that is fastened 
to the top of the tence, and rises to the tips 
of the stakes, This net, the fence being 
entirely under water when the fishing is 
done, is to prevent the eels when coming 
down with the tide from passing over the 
weir and escaping, There are various 
openings in the fence, to which the eels, a8 
they return toward the sea, are led by 
ingeniously placed wings, which terminate 
in strong boxes, three leet wide, three feet 
high, and six feer long, 

The eels appear in theSt, Lawrence with 
the tides of late September or carly 
Ootober, If the tide comes in the last week 
of September the eel fishing will be good 
for four weeks, but if it doesn’t come until 
the first week in October there will be orly 
three weeks’ fishing, for the eels never run 
after th6 third week in October. If the 
tide in attended with high winds the fishing 
js alwayn wuperior, Ic ia no uncommon 
thing for one of these weirs to oapturo 
3,000 eels in one run, but 1,500is8 the average | 
patch. One fall 100,000 eels were caught 
atthe mouth of the Riviere Quello alone. 
Sometimes the eels are packed in the boxes 
fo tightly that they are with difficulty 
removed, and the pressure of eels from 
within has frequently been #o great as to 
spring the heavy planks.

With this simple device, 20 or 30 large 
loads of hay may be put in a single stack 
with very little manual labor. 


Making the Most of Manure. 


Farmers who live near enough the cities 
or villages to warrant thenin buyiny stable 
manure are often surprised when they 
attempt this to find that the available 
Supply has been engaged by gardeners, 
nurserymen, and seedemen, and at higher 
prices than they can pay. Wach of these 


works land that ia much richer than that 
usually devoted to farmcrops, They can 
afford to buy to make rich soil still more 
rich, while the farmer, whose land is much 
poorer, can not afford to buy to bring it 
into condition for cultivation, This only 
shows that soil fertility tends to increase, 
while the soil that is alréady poor, if 
cultivated, almost inevitably grows still 
poorer, ‘Lhe use of commercial fertilizers, 
with which a small amount fertilizes a 
large surface, tosome extent offsets this 
disadvantage of the poor farmer, {t coats 
@ great deal less to drill with a grain crop 
three to four dollars’ worth of mineral 
fertilizer than to cover the surface with 
stable manure. Besides, the commercial 
fertilizer can always be furnished in 
quantities limited only by ability of the 
farmer to buy. ‘The commercial fertilizer 
is easily applied, and for the single crop it 
produces results quite as good as would the 
stable manure, Its defect is that it does 
not add to soil fertility ay the manure must 
do, and it is on the increase of productive 
power in the soil more thanon the grain 
trom single crops that profit in farming 
must depend, 

The man whose land is already rich is 
the one who cau bestiafford toebuy com- 
mercial manures. If he buys them he can 
oply save himself from loss by putting a 
pact of their plant food intoa permanent 
addition to the fertility of the farm, There 
should be with every grain crop a seeding 
with clover, If it is to be seeded with grass 
clover should be sown with it, so that a 
part of the nitrogen which the grass re- 
quiree may be drawn by the clover from 
the atmosphere, So far as possible the 
clover and grass, together with coarse 
grain and corn fodder, should be “ed on the 
form. To dothis requires capital, for it 
implies choice stock which will pay for its 
food and have the manure pile as ‘profit. 
Jt also generally requires that the farmer 
on rich land shall grow something that 
only rich aoilcan be made to grow, or 
whose production is unusually difficult, 
Markets are always glutted with crops 
that can be grown on poor land and with 
the least labor. It is only by growing 
something that pays better than the staple, 
easily grown crops that money can be made 
in farming under present conditions, 

The farmers who have rich land can best 
afford to buy fertilizera, The corollary to 
this is equally true, Hach farmer should 
apply the greater part of his fertilizer to 
his richest land. This is the reverse of what 
is generally done, If the soil is fairly rich 
the farmer is apt to think that he can afford 
to do without the commercial fertilizer, 
‘The farmer whose land is so run down that 
it willnot pay for cultivation thinks he 
must do something to make acrop, So he 
buys largely of expensive manures and in 
the end geta little, if any, more than what 
they cost, and unless the land is at the 
same time seeded with clover the crop takes 
the ontire bonefit of the fertilizer and the 
soil is loft poorer than beforeit was applied. 
Except to make an inereased growth of 
clover the commercial fertilizers can not be 
afforded on very poor soils

THE SULTAN AT DINNER.

Eats Alone From a Silver Table and Hi 
Table Expenses Foot Up Almost Tw 
Millions a Year. 


By fer the most extravagant diner in the 
world is the Sultan of Turkey. His table 
expenses foot up to $5,000 a day, or $1,825,- 
000 a year. tis the most expensive table 
‘and household, in all probability, that any 
country has ever-seen. The old Romans 
used to spend vast sums on single meals, 
the equivalent of $50,000 being a drop in 
the bucket when their emperors used to 
dine foreign poventates, but the Sultan 
expends all this money on himself, He is 
not a sociable man and very rarely has 
guests or visitors. 
~ He does not even have a dining-room or 
dining hall, Turkish custom among the 
higher classes is for servants to bring the 
meals to wherever the diners may be, and 
in the palace of Stamboul the menia 
the dinner hour firat search out 
Majesty and then in long procession bring 
the banquet, table and all. 

The table is a silver one, and perhaps 
the most exquisite table that basever been 
made, It precedes the procession, borne 
in upon the shoulders of lower grade ser- 
vants, Following come a long line of 
jublakiars, who are cook’s aasistante, On 
the heads of these Orientals are large 
tablets on which the platters are placed. 
Such a perfect balance do the jublakiarsa 
keep thatan accident, the breaking of a 
dish, has never been known, 

The waiters (sofiadgis) lift the platters 
from the tablets and present each dish to 
His Majesty, bowing low. The dishes are 
covered and sealed with the imperial seal, 
which is put on in the kitchen by the Grand 
Vizier, the idea being that the Sultan may 
be certain that his food has not beeu poison- 
ed or tampered with. 

All at once the dishes are set upon tue 
table, vegetables, meats, ices and confitures 
being arranged in front of His Royal High- 
ness without any regard to covrses or 
ordinary dinner regulations. The whole 
repast is before His Majesty. He runs his 
eye over the many viands, Then he picks 
and chooses, eating the whole simultansoua- 
ly a pick here and a bite there, a mouthful 
of meat, a spoonfull of ice, a sweet oske 
and o tiny ball of fish, 4 

It all seems strange to a man who finish: 
es his soup before he tackles anything elae, 
but the Sultan seoms to enjoy it, Heis a 
total abstainer, and never has wine set on 
the table at any time. - At state dinners 
the people that get a chance to drink tho 
rare vintages provided are those seated at 
other than the imperial board,

Canada is peculiarly a land of sur- 
prises, and possesses more latent stores of 
Wonlth-producing power than any other 
country in the world, Aside from her 
ereat possessions in tlye thousand miles 
of const-Iine fishories, her almost limitless 
timber regions, her ninety-soven thouand 
squaro iniles of coal, her vast tron @e- 
posits, her silvor and gold mines, she has 
othor minerals ina yarlety nowhere else 
to bo found. This {a instanced in tho 
mattor of nickel, of which deposits aro 
now found to be of enormous proportions, 
and which metal is Mkely to bo brought 
into use to a degree never bofore dreamed 
of. Tho latest and best development in 
this line aro the tests in armour-plates at 
Annapolis, and subsequently at Pitts- 
burg, by which it 1s ascertained that an 
alloy of nickel with steel will make guns 
unburstible, and armnour-plate impenc- 
trable. Much that has been hoped for In 
the aluminum, which tn the dim dis- 
tance has been dreamed possible, nickol 
will immediately pertorm in strength, 
density, and perfection of the metal. In 
asbestos, mica, gypsum, phosphates, 
platinum, and the numerous other min- 
orals, Canada abounds; but all these are 
unimportant compared with her food pro- 
ducing forces. For itis a fact already 
dawning upon the minds of thinking 
mon, that the exhaustion ot arable lands 
Within the Union itself threatens within 
4& vory brief period to make this vast 
country, agricultural as it is, dependent 
upon outside sources for supplies of food. 
Vast areas beyond the borders, Uke the 
Valley of the Saskatchewan, which Lord 
Selkirk sald would sustain a population 
of thirty millions, are available in Can- 
ada; and itis from this source that the 
gerat wheat supplies must be had for the 
food of the people, for the employment of 
transportation facilities, the manufacture 
of flour, and the creation of new markets. 
So that what occurs in the next ten years 
in Canada has a direct bearing upon the 
future food supply of the United States. 
If within {fifty years tho population of 
this country will, as it is claimed, reach 
two hundred and fifty millions, and if 
the wheat sreas have already reached 
their limit in the northern tier, from 
What othor source is the supply of the 
bread of the world to be had, except the 
provision which Nature has made in that 
singular conjunction, whereby in the 
most northern latitudes the longest sum- 
mer days provail, with the fructifying in- 
fluences resulting from constant exuda- 
tion of frost fronythe ground bencath!— 
The Independent. 


The Great Wall of China, 

Authorities differ as to the exact date 
when the great wall of China was built, 
but the concensus of opinion appears to 
be that it was begun, at least, in the reign 
of the Emperor Che-Hwang-Te, the found- 
er of the Tsin dynasty, who ascended the 
throne in 231 B.C., and died 210 B.C. 
‘There does not seem to be any reason for 
doubting its actual existence, It is true 
that the late Carter Harrison, of Chicago, 
when visiting China in 1886, wrote home 
that he was inclined to look upon it as a 
myth. Subsequently a paragraph went 
the round of the papers, copied from the 
London Times of August 5, 1887, which 
attempted to show onthe authority of 
Abbe Larrien that the great wall “does 
not and never did exist,” that there are, 
indeed, “square towers of earth fuced with 
brick at considerable distance from each 
other, but these were never joined to- 
gether as was originally intended.” This 
paragraph called out a lively controversy 
which was settled in favor of the wall. 
Among others H. S. Ashbee wrote te 
Notes and Queries insisting that he him- 
self had Seen the great wall, that he had 
climbed upon it, and, though he had never 
measured it nor traveled along it for any 
«reat length, he could bear ocular evi- 
dence that it extended from the point 
where he stood upon itin a straight line, 
unbroken save in places where it has 
been allowed to fall into decay, as far as 
the eye could reach in either direction, 
“While crossing the Gulf of Liao Tong I 
plainly saw, from the deck of the steamer, 
where the great wall started from the sea, 
Further, in the same part of China, but 
unconnected with the great wall, I ob- 
served the square towers in question." 


A French Auction, 


The French mode of conducting auctions 
is rather curious. In sales of importance 
the affair is placed in the hands of a no- 
tary, who, for the time being, becomes an 
auctioneer, The auctioneer is provided 
with a number of small wax tapers, each 
capable of burning about five minutes, 
As soon asa bid is ma le, one of these tap- 
ers is placed in full view of all interested 
parties and lighted. If, before it expires, 
another bid is offered, it is Immediately 
extinguished and a fresh taper placed in 
ity stead, and so on untilone flickers and 
dies out of itself, when the last bid be- 
comes irrevocable. This simple plan pre- 
vents all contention among rival bidders, 
aid affords reasonable time for reflection 
before makinys higher offer than the one 
preceding. By this means, too, the auc- 
tioneer is prevented from exercising un- 
due influence upon the bidders, or hastily 
accepting the bid of a favorite.

RATHER SHARP FIGHT. 

Barpapos, W. (., Ai guet 2 —Information 
has been received here f a terrible fight be- 
twoen French soldiers » ud» band of Mapans 
on the boundary betwe o Lrazil and French 
Guiana, which took place on the 15th cf 
May last. It appears that a band of lawless 
Mapans had attacked the residence of cap- 
tain Trajan, the Frenc, agent at Counani, 
and after tearing the French flag, which 
floated over the .gent’s ‘enidence into shrede, 
they made C.ptain Tr an prisoner and took 
him tothe Mapsn settement. The occurr- 
once was reported to thy Mronch suthoritiee 
at Cayenne, the capitul of French Guiana, 
and they immediately urdered Capt. Lunier, 
of the French gunboat Bengali to proceed to 
Mapan to effect the release of Capt. Trajan 
and to bring the offender to Cayenne. The 
French Governor had evident'y ‘reckoned 
witbout his host,” or nad at least under- 
rated the strength of the enemy, for when 
Captain Lunier landed -vith a force of about 
twenty marines he found the Mspane pre- 
pared fox hostilitier, every house in the 
settlement being barcicaded nnil gurrieoned, 
Captain Lunier made enquiries for Veiga 
Cabral governor of tis Mapon territory. 
They met dSetween the wharf and the 
Governor’s residence, 1nd Captain Lunier 
called upon Cabral to surrender, at the same 
time covering him with hie revelver. Cabral 
sprang upon Capt Lnunier, enatched the 
revolver from his hand and ordered his men 
to fire, Capt. Lunier anil four of the marn & 
were- jimmedistely thot down,  Belore 
the reinforcements from the Bengali could 
come upon the scene of the fight, Cabral and 
his followers withdrew behind their barri- 
cades and opened fire upon the French 
marines. The latter come on at the “quick” 
and after firing one veliey, charged to the 
right and to the loft with their bayonets. 
For fully two hours tho natives kepo upa 
regular rattle of musketry. but failed to 
drive off the attacking party, which com- 
prised 20 infantry and the remainder of the 
marines. The French+oldiers were engaged 
in a deadly combat frcem house to houne till 
they set fire to the buildings and allowed 
the flames to complete the work of destrac- 
tion, Meanwhile (Governor Cabral and the 
majority of the inhabitants had retired to 
the woods, but the attacking force was not 
strong enough to follow them thither, I: 
was discovered that a number of the natives 
had taken refuge in the church and the 
French roldiers after forcing an entrance 
drove the Mapans from the building and 
then\ put them to death. Late in the day 
the Brazilian force wan considerably 
strengthened, and as they advanced aznin to 
attack the Frenchmen the latter reti-od and 
speedily re-embarked on board the Beng |. 

he casualties of the Beez'linn ride were G0 
kil'ed, but that does not ioclude those who 
wero slain inside the houses or consumed in 
the flames, The number of Mapans wound- 
ed ia set down ag nearly two hundred. 

On the French side there were five killed 
and twenty wounded, Two of the wound- 
ed have since died. When the verse! ro- 
turned to Cayenne the victims were buried 
with full military honors. 


At Anioho, France, Camille Desoux, an 
Anarchist, attempted to murder M. 
Vnillemin, but the boom he wae preparing 
to throw explcdod prematurely, disem- 
bowelling the would-be murderer.

PHOTOGRAPHS OF THE MOON. Zl 
Observatory Has Just Taken the 
Largost—New Features Discovered. 
The observatory of Paris possesses a 
telescope by means of which photo. — 
Graphs of celestial bodies of remarkable 
size and clearness can be taken, . 
By the aid of this great instrument 
the astronomers of the observatory have 
just taken a series of photographs of the 
moon's surface, which are suid tobe the A 
largest ever obtained. : 
The value of lunar photography is 
very great to astronomers. Formerly — 
they went to infinite trouble in sketch- 
ing aspects of the moon, and two per: 
sons seldom produced drawings of the 
same thing which were not contradic- 
tory. The incessant changes in the 
moon's surface, caused by the raysof 
the sun, complicated the draughtman’s 
task. ‘fhe most detailed chart of the 
moon ever obtained was of a diameter 
of six feet. J. Schmidt, of the observa. 
tory of Athens, passed the years from ‘ 
1840 to 1874 in co:npleting it. — 
The photographic inethod alone gives 
indisputable results. No details escape — 
and the proofs obtained agree absolutely. _ 
The subsequent enlargement gives a 
photograph of about the same size as” 
the largest charts of the moon made by 
hand. . 
MM. Loewy, Purseux and Le Morvau, — 
of the Paris observatory, obtained these 
recent photographs. Some of the earli-

LOADING AN OCEAN LINER. 


An Important Operation in the World's 


Comm . 

To wateh tho loading of grain, olthor 
from an olovator or a Hyhter, into one of 
tho mammoth yossels ongagod In its 
transportation, is to witnoss one of the 
chief operations in tho moyomonts of the 
world’s commerce, It is carried in long 
pipes, with a funnel-shaped moveable 
appondage at tho ond, which is shifted 
by meuns of a from ono part of the 
hold to another, according as a stream of 
grain fills up tho spacos rosorved for it 
Tho grain flows into tho vessol with the 
nolso and yolocity of a torront, and sends 
o donso yolume of dust and chaff upe 
ward, obscuring tho dopths benoath and 
making the mon attending tho stowage 
below look Hke ghosts in the rising mist, 

Tho “trimming'’ of tho grain in tho 

holds is an iinpprtant part of its storage. 
After roveral thousand bushels have 
Streamed into the hold, «© dozen or more 
men are delegated to shovel tho down- 
pouring column in between the vossel’s 
beams, a job for which they aro pald at 
tho rato of ono cont a minute, In vessels 
of the Cunard stripe, it takes betweon 
12,000 and 15,000 bushels to fill a hold, 
and those vessels average 50,000 bushols in 
the total cargo, Ships carrying gratp 
alone can take as high as 125,000 bushels, 
and whon it is considered that from 4,000 
to 7,000 bushels can be stored tn an hour, 
oyery forty bushels welghing a ton, an 
kon can bo had of the forco of the torrent 
directod into the vossel. 

Largo vossels hayo four or five holds, 
and a distinction is made in storing the 
cargo ip thom. Grain, from its compact 
and dead weight, is reserved mostly for 
tho centre of the vessel, while cured pro- 
visions are packed as far forward and as 
far aft as possible, fur their better pres- 
eryation from the heat of the ship's fires. 
In some vessols, like the great Cunarders, 
which carry passengers as well as freight, 
the heaviest weight is stored in the low- 
ost hold; this is to steady the yessel and 
is called in tho technical parlance of the 
stovedore, ‘stiffening’ the ship. It takes 
about 1,500 tons to ‘‘stiffen’’ a great Cun- 
ardor, and when this is done the lower 
hold is fastened and battened down and 
work is begun on the next. 


Rothschild and the Artist. 

Dining on one occasion with Baron 
James de Rothschild, Kugene Delacroix, 
the famous French painter, confessed that 
for some time past he had vainly sought 
a head to sciye as a model for that of a 
beggar in a yainting on which he was 
then engaged, und that as he gazed at his 
host's features the idea suddenly struck 
him that the very head he desired was be- 
fore him. Rothschild, being a greut ad- 
mirer of art, readily consented to sit for 
him as a beggar. Tho next day at the 
studio Delacroix placed a tunic round his 
shoulders, put a stout staff in his hand 
and made him pose as if he were resting 
on the steps of an anclent Roman temple. 
In this attitude he was discovered by 
one of the artist’s favorite pupils, who, 
struck by the surpassing excellence of the 
model, congratulated his master on 
haying at last found exactly what he 
wanted. 

Naturally concluding the model had 
only just been brought in from some 
church porch, he seized an opportunity, 
when his master’s eyes were turned, to 
slip a plece of money into the beggar’s 
hand. Baron Rothschild thanked him 
with a look and kept the money. The 
pupil soon quitted the studio. In anstver 
to inquiries made Delacroix told the 
baron that the young man _ possessed 
talent, but no means. Shortly afterward 
the young fellow recelyed a letter stating 
that charity bears interest, and that the 
accumulated interest on the amount he 
had so generously given to one whom he 
supposed to be u beggar was represented 
by the bum of 10,000 francs, which was 
lying at his disposal at the Rothschild 
offices. 


Mollusks as Purifiers of Water, 

Charles Hedley, in the Journal of Mala- 
cology, says: “‘A use, novel to me, of pond 
snails by the Chinese silk-growers is des- 
eribed in an official work which caught 
my eye by chance, ‘This waif of malacolo- 
gical information is so certain to escape 
recorders that I transcribe the passage: 
‘The water used for reeling silk is taken 
from fountain streams, as being the 
cleanest; the water from wells is never 
used; and if mountain water cannot be 
had, river water is taken, which is cleaned 
by putting a pint of live shell-fish to one 
jar of water. ‘There is a special kind of 
shell fish, called the pure water shell-fish 
* * ® found everywhere in ponds, wells 
and creeks. ‘They first of all sink to the 
bottom of the jur, and then by degrees 
make their way up its sides, consuming 
gradually all impurities ta the water with- 
in half a day orso. After the clean water 
has been drawn from the jar the shell-fish 
are cleansed and put to the same duty 
again.’”

Thoro isan impression in some quarters 
that tho British provinces in this coun 
try, and Canada in particular, have very 
little to their credit in the way of tho 
production of mon and women who 
have made alarge mark in the world If 
this has beon truo at any time it certain 
ly {a not truo of the prosent, Among the 
rising poots of tho day Canada certainly 
has a full share, Among thom are Bliss 
Carman, Archibald Lampmann, Charlos 
G. D. Roberts, Duncan Campbell Scott, 
J. H. Brown and W. W. Campbell, whose 
names are familiar to tho readers of our 
magazipos. Mr. Lampmann bas beon 
ranked by Mr. Howals among thefstrong- 
ost of Amorioan singors. And as for men 
of aolentific thought and achloyemonts, 
there {a no man ving who ranks higher 
than the subject of this sketch, Sir Wil- 
liam is a Nova Scotian by birth, haying 
been born at Pictou, tn 1820, but ho bas 
spent nearly all his active life in Canada, 
and is thoroughly identifled with the 
educational and scientific interests of 
that country, 

Dr. Dawson received his collegiate 
training at Edinburgh Univorsity, but re- 
turned immediately upon his graduation 
to the provinces, and entored at once 
upon his Hfe work, which has been al- 
most wholly that of goologigal research 
and teaching. His cortributions to geo- 
logical literature have beon yoluminous, 
rich and yaried, In 1855 he became prin- 
cipal of McGill University at Montreal, 
and later was mado yice-chancellor, In 
these capacitios he has been connected 
with the leading oducational institutions 
of Canada for nearly forty years, It is 
only within the past year that he has ro- 
tired from active service. 

Dr. Dawson's services to the cause of 
science haye had the most abundant and 
eminent recognition, He has been made 
a momber of & largo number of learned 
societies in Kurope and America, In 182 
he received the Lyell medal of the Geolo- 
gical Society of London for distinguished 
servis in geographical study and ro- 
search? ond for the same reason was 
knighted by Queen Victoria in 1884. He 
was selected by tho Marquis of Lorne as 
tho first president of the Royal Society 
of Canada, and in 1880 was president of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Sctence, and atterward held 
asimilar position in tho British society 
of the same name, These are only a few 
of the honors bestowed upon this fortu- 
nate and gifted Nova Scotian, 

To enumerate Sir William’s writings 
would be to enumerate many of the besu 
known and. highest authorities on 
modern geology, such as ‘‘The Story o 
Karth and Man’’ and ‘*The Dawn of 
Life.’’ Dr. Dawson has commended him- 
self specially to large numbers of people 
by his stout antagonism to Darwin's the- 
ory of evolution, and to the teachings of 
other scientists of the Darwin and Hux- 
ley school. He is regarded as one of the 
foremost champions of the Biblical view 
of creation as agaipst that of Darwinians, 
and a number of his best books have been 
written in defense of his position, Al- 
though over seventy years of age, Sir Wil- 
lam retains his Intellectual yigor un- 
diminished and continues to be a fre- 
quent and always interesting contri- 
butor to the popular scientific literature 
of the day.—Philadelphia Press. 


THE CIRCUS GROUNDS. 


Clever Work Done by the Mau Who Lays 
Them Out, 


“Out of the way, you boys,”’ says Hunt, 
tape measure in hand, as he starts for- 
ward to mark the long diameter of the 
“big top.’ Two men trot beside him, 
their arms filled with iron rods two feet 
long and pointed at one end. Two others 
help him with the measurements, holding 
one end of the tape while he runs out the 
necessary distances. He locates first the 
five center poles of the big tent, an iron 
bar being driven at cach point. Then in 
the same way he marks the circumference 
of thetent, indicating the points where 
the 208 poles will stand. A little red or 
blue flag flutters at the top of each fron 
rod, making the plan of the tent stand 
out on the sod like a geometrical pattern 
The “big top,’’ 440 by 280, being thus 
laid out, Hunt and his men hurry to the 
side of the menagerie tent, which is con- 
nected with the main tent by a neck of 
canvas. This they mark outin the same 
way, the iron rods being topped with 
white flags. All 1s done with incredible 
rapidity, the plan of the two great tents 
being finished within eight minutes from 
the start. In other parts of the fleld are 
as quickly laid out the dressing-room 
tent, two horse tents, the wardrobe tents, 
the side-show tent, the freaks’ tent, the 
freaks’ dressing-room and half a dozen 
smaller tents for the blacksmith shop, the 
repair shop, etc, Thus, by four o'clock, 
Juck Hunt, who never went to college, 
has disposed of enough angles, circles, 
diameters and radii to drive 4 professor of 
mathematics frantic; and he has made no 
mistakes, there belog no provision in the 
programme of a great circus for mistakes.

This has beon going on for 
nearly a century, If tho amount which 
has been sunk in this mannor could be 
ascertained, it would startlo oven the 
most phlegmatio of our citizens. 

The job of making o ditch tna low 
part of the rond is let for #50 or $100 


no proper outlet is made for it into 
the adjoining property, it holds its full 
of wator, and after a couple of winters 
the action of the weather and stagnant 
Water causes the sides to slip and ina 
short timo the ditch Is fillodup, Another 
job is let for grading ao pleco of road, 
when the foundation is not first drained, 
the travel on it {n the wet season makos 
it as bad as ever. Grayel of all qualities 
is hauled on the road and dumped in the 
quagmire, soon to be lost sight of. In 
other instances it 1s put on so thinly ‘as 
to be of no use. When conyinced of this 
an extravagant quantity is used, the 
wheels aro allowd to rut 1¢ while loose, 
no further attention fs paid tofit, and in 
a short time deep gutters are formed 
where the wheels travel; rains fill these 
gutters; heavy traffic outs through and it 
is [damaged rather than improved. In 
many cases large sums of money are ex- 
pended for grayel, which, owing to the 
amount of earthy substances among it, 
makes the road worse than it would be if 
this material had not been put on, but 
tho natural soll of the road-bed properly 
drained and rounded up. Culverts are 
constructed of perishable material, which 
on account of its exposure to tho varying 
changes of wet and dry, collapses in a 
short time under a load, and not only the 
cost of a oulvertZbut large sums for dam- 
age are wasted, Small timber bridges are 
constructed in rayines and high and ex- 
pensive grades are made at elther end, 
without any knowledge of the great pros- 
sure of the embankment, and the weak- 
ness of the structure which in many in- 
stances collapses before the contractor 
has reached home with the people’s large 
draft. Hundreds of dollars are expended 
in cutting down hills, whore if the proper 
pains were taken in laying out the road, 
it could be deviated from a straight line, 
hills skirted, the ascent made easicr and 
the large cost of reducing the grade, to- 
gother with the subsequent cost of keep- 
ing the gutters open, and repairing the 
damago done by the water and frost would 
be saved. There items{together with the 
many items of from five to twenty-five 
dollars expended throughout the township 
in filling holes and making small surface 
ditchos, grading patch by patch without 
any regularity and many other triifling 
items of work, mako the amount when 
footed up at the end of the year of alarm- 
ing dimensions, 

Roads haye been constructed by road 
work under pathmasters, and good roads 
can be constructed under the statute labor 
system, but more money has been squan- 
dered, labor misapplied, wasted, and prav- 
tically thrown away. Draining, grading 
and other olementary principles involved 
in making and keeping of a good road in 
o great majority of cases are ignored and 
the work is done without rule, reason or 
any regard for the ultimate result. Al) 
the water that falls on the road is allowed 
to stand in ditches made to receive it, 
which saturates the foundation, stands 
in pools and ruts on the road, and the 
traflic churns and mixes it with soft dirt 
until {t 1s removed by the slow process of 
evaporation. During the dry season this 
lazy process 1s put in operation and leaves 
the roads more susceptible to the damag- 
ing influences of the wet autumn weather,

‘iyery road is a structure ond needs a 
foundation. A good road will never be 
built by acoldent or maintained by apne 
ance It is quite as senseless o ‘utile 
to attempt to build and maiptalf a good 
highway by calling out A Band O from 
their various ocoupations to maul and 
scrape a fow miles of soft dirt with hoes 
and shovels, as it would be to expact the 
same persons under a similar system to 
contribute their personal labor in tho suc- 
cessful erection of a courthouse or gaol. 
In olther caso the propor completion of 
the work requires that {t be done un- 
der an {intelligent supervisor, and by per- 
sons whose knowledge and instruction 
fits thom for this kind of work. Besides 
those objections, the system of working 
out the road tax as at prosont operated, 
prosonts cortain features which are in- 
equitable as among the people them- 
solyos, Tho money collected from these 
porsons who agreo to pay their assess- 
ments 1n monoy rather than by personal 
lnbor is in many cases divorted to mys- 
terlous use, which only the muniolpal poll- 
ticlans have power to disclose. While on 
the other hand the labor performed here 
and thore by that little squad composed 
of the youth taking his first losson, 
strong in‘ambition, but weak tn physique; 
the hired mao proud of his holiday; tho 
middle aged willing to work, but moro 
goxious to yarn; the prosperous farmer 
anxious to work according to the inten- 
tion of the law, but cannot seo his way 
clear to do more than his neighbor; the 
yeteran roudster whose hair has grown 
grey anticipating good roads aa the rosult 
of his many years’ labor; the grandfather, 
who whenjhis work is dono has ‘complet 
od his manual labor for tha vee»

Asitis, the great majority of well-in-

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VASQUEZ DIED GAME. 


A party of ranchmen sat about the office 
ofthe International hotel the other even- 
ing waiting for tho Southern Pacific train 
to Los Angeles. Louis Phillips, who owns 
almost as much property in Los Angeles 
county as “Lucky’’ Baldwin, and who is 
famous throughout southern California for 
his wealth and plain, common mode of 
life, told the most interesting reminiscence 
of tho evening: 

“The most remarkable villain and the 
least moved man that I ever saw or heard 
of in the presence of death was Tiburcio 
Vasquez. 

“Vasquez was a Mexican of good family, 
but he was as bloody and bold a brigand at 
was ever pursued in Arizona, His field of 
operations for 10 or 15 years was all the 
way from Tucson to Stockton, Cal. The 
Vasquez band was known all over the coast 
in 1868 and 1870. Part of his gang was 
lynched at Phoenix in 1871, and two of the 
bandits then confessed that they had takea 
the lives of over 80 men and boys onthe 
coast and along the Rio Grande in the 
course of five or six years. They did not 
know how many other men had been 
slaughtered by Vasquez and his fellows be 
fore they knew the chief bandit, 

“At last Vasquez was caught and held so 
securely that he could not escape trial and 
sentence of death. It wasin 1875 that he 
was confined in the jail at San Jose, and as 
I knew Sheriff Adams well I went to see 
Vasquez, of whom many atime I had bee! 
in terror. AsI,in the company of seve 
ranchmen, went into the jai) corridor, Va» 
quez was let out of his cell to meet us, He 
was a dapper little fellow, with bright, 
laughing eyes, and we gous not believe for 
atime that he was really the famous ban- 
dit. He had jnst been writing his last let- 
ter and came forth nodding pleasantly to 
his visitors. Each of us handed him a 
cigar, ‘I thank you, gentJemen,’ he said, 
‘but Iam afraid that I won’t have time to 
smoke all these.’ 

“He was so polite that he would not be 
seated until all of us had chairs. He gos- 
siped about the latest news from San Fran- 
cisco, about the political troubles in Mexico 
and Central America and was the most 
cheerful man on the premises, He told me 
that he had heard of me many times and 

id he believed he once had got hold of a 
jorse with my brand upon him and that it 
was a fine animal. 

‘*As he stood there, one hand on the arm 
of his chair, the newspaper in the other, 
and showing a courteous interest in the ef- 
forts of the bustling deputy to find seats for 
his guests, he was far from formidable in 
appearance. He was now but a short, 
broad shouldered, dark skinned, pleasant 
faced Mexican, with nothing whatever 
about him forbidding. Indeed his manner 
was engaging. The fellow was a gentle- 
man. He showed it not only in his polite- 
ness, but in the cool courage with which he 
{aced his dreadful end. 

“IT would rather talk about something 
tlse, if itis agreeable to you gentlemen,” 
\e said to a reporter who had joined us, 
md began business at once by asking Vas- 
quez about his mental condition. ‘Iam to 
be hanged tomorrow. Very well. Idon’t 
like it, but Ihave no choice. See?’ And he 
shrugged his shoulders and smiled. 

“Do you feel that you deserve your fate?’ 
solemnly asked the reporter. 

“*Well, that doesnot much matter,’ he 
answered, lighting acigar. ‘While I never 
killed anybody myself, I permittedmy men 
to do so, and in the eye of the law that is 
the same thing, so I suppose I deserve what 
is going to happen. Since I cannot help 
myself, I am content. Will you pardon 
me, gentlemen, ifI ask you to talk about 
something else than myself. Iam glad to 
see you; I like company. The weather is 
pleasant, eh?’ 

‘He leaned back in his rude chair with 
an animated countenance, ready to chat, 
like one who wished to while away drag- 

ing hours, He had about 14 of them left. 

he man’s face was strong and firm. He 
was in the prime of lifo and in perfect 
health, His courage had been proved in 
many a bloody fight, and if by murdering 
all his visitors it would have given him 
one chance in a thousand to escape that 
chance would have been taken and God 
thanked for it. As it was he smiled cor 
dially and accepted the inevitable with 
manly composure. His politeness was in- 
exhaustible.

The editor actually 
took a copy of his paper from his pocket, 
and with the remark, ‘I suppose you want 
to hear what I sald about you tonight,’ sat 
down and read to Vasquez three solid col- 
umns about his crimes, the preparations 
for the hanging and a minute description 
of the gallows, wit mention of the other 
criminals who had stepped upon it, Vas- 
quez bore it in silence, without a wince or 
a frown. 

“On the next morning Vasquez walked 
out into the sunlit jailyard, climbed the 
steps of the scaffold, gazed indifferently at 
the gaping mobof men below, threw a wist- 
ful glance beyond tho walls at the blue 
hills over which he had ridden on many a 
fray with his cutthroats and then gave all 
bis attention to the ghastly business of the 
moment. They sought to unbutton his coat 
and collar. He waved them aside politely 
and did so himself. He aasisted the hang- 
mon in adjusting tho straps and rope, 
glanced down to see that his feet were pre- 
cisely on the crack, kissed the crucifix held 
out to him by the priest and bore himself 
with pationce and dignity while they drew 
over him a white shroud and placed on his 
head and shoulders a great black hood. 

‘Tam ready,’ he said se rely, closing 
his eyes, and that was the last of Vasquez.”

PUBLIC LIBRARY, 

Dr. May, Fuperintendent of Public 
Libraries for Ontario. was in town last 
Saturday on an officisl visit. Before prc- 
ceeding furthor we may state that the name 
of Mechanics’ Institutes is now a thing of the 
past having been done away with on the 
firet of May, und these institutions will be 
known io future ag free libraries, Dr, May 
took the opportunity to consult with the 
board of management and tho Mayor in 
reference to the matter, He showed how 
easy it is under the new law to convert the 
old Mechanics’ Institutes into free libraries. 
Instead of having to pass a bylaw and 
appeal to the public for power to establish a 
free library ond levy & special rate for that 
purpoee, all that was necessary now was for 
the old directors of the Mechanica’ Institute, 
now styled the board of management of the 
Public Library, to agree together to hand 
over the assets of thé library and petition 
the town council to pay the running ex- 
penses in connection therewith, The 
municipal council have power todo this 
without appealing to the people—in fact the 
expense wae £0 small that it was unnecessary 
todoso. In Deseronto for example, the ex- 

penses of a librarian, rent. etc,, would be 
about $250 per annum. At present the 
town council gives $150 ond only acom- 
paratively small number are benefitted by 
the grant. If they doubled that amount 
they would provide a free library open to 
every individual in the town, "ho S and 
girls receive a certain amount of education 
in high schools but it is well known that 
many if not the majority of celebrated men, 
are those who have received their education 
for their afterlife after leaving school, If 
we look at itin s moral point of view the 
free library would be a grand undertaking 
as it would keep boys off the atreets and out 
of other dangerous places. The legislative 
assembly of Oaterio very liberally grants 
$46,000 forthe support of publis libraries. 
If the town council willpay rent, librarian, 
eto., the government will give a sufficent 
grant to psy for the books, eto.—say $150 
per annum for the library and $50 for the 
reading room, which would be quite 
sufficient with the large number of books, 
about 1,200, on hand to make ample pro 
vision for readers formany years. Dr. May 
stated that the assetsof the library now 
amount to nearly $2.000, including the 
gravt about to be received from the govern- 
ment and that the directors are willing to 
hand over the amount to the municapality. 

Dr. May was very much pleased with our 

reading room and library and at Picton told 

the people that it was a model reading room 
and library, The mayor of that town re 
marked that it was just like Rathbun and 

Deseronto. 

The gentlemen who have 
directora of the old Mechanics’ 
deserve great credit. Dr. May said he was 


cognizant of the difficulties they experienced 
each year in collecting money enough to 
obtain the government grant. He considered 
it unfair to ask a few geutlemen to give #o 
much time when all that is necessary can be 


done at a trifting expense to the munici- 


pality. Should the municipality decide to 
take over the library, it would pass under 
the control of a board of management con- 
sisting of the Mayor, three members ap- 
pointed by the Town Council, and three

ATE BINDING CORD. 


The Cause of the Death of Many Cows—A 
Discovery Made, 


The death of very many cattle In Sim- 
ooo vounty and neighboring ones has 
caused considerable uneasiness in the 
farming community, as it now transpires 
that the binding cord mixed with straw 
has been the causo of death. 

John Dees, of Collingwood Township, 
has lost seven cows out of oight afflicted, 
John Wiscinan lost two, Arbuthnot threo, 
and several othors have suffered like loss, 
One of Arbuthnot’s cattle was opened and 
in its stomach was found a ball of chew- 
ed cord, which had probably been acoum- 
ulating thero fora year or two, as the 
ball was very large. 

It is now said that the cord must be re- 
moyed from the straw and to do this one 
farmer suggosts. haying a man at the 
threshing machine to remove the cord as 
soon as tho band is cut, another suggests 
haying men do the binding in the field. 


Fencing Stacks, 

Ideal farming does not require stacks to 
be fenced to protect them from cattle, for 
it is not considered good practice as a rule 
to pasture meadows in the fall. But it 
sometimes happens that it is most con- 
venient to place stacks in the fields where 
they are obliged to be protected from stock 
by a temporary fence of rails around each 
stack. Where this is done, if the corner,

of the temporary fence are cross-staked or 
staked and capped when the stack is 
wanted in the winter, the stakes will be 
found frozen in the ground, which gener- 
ally necessitates breaking or chopping 
them off. A better way of securing the 
corners of such a fence isto bind them by 
-placing a rail on each side of a corner, one 
end restingon the ground close to the 
fence and the other locking into the corner 
4s shown in the illustration. By thismeans 

‘the fence is well secnred against severe 
winds and the crowding of cattle, 


The Care of Worn-Out Pastures, 
Assuming that the old pasture has been 
plowed, enriched, and sown with a good 
mixture of grass seed that has grown well 
the grass should be cut in bloom for hay. 
Nature seems to throw all her energies 
into the perfection of her seed, the stem 
being then largely composed of indiges- 
tible woody fiber of little feeding value to 
the stock, while the roots are weakened 
to the same extent as the new seed is per- 
fected. Therefore, to cut when the Sap is 
in the stem isto gaina more nutritious 
food and to leave a root in full vigor of 
growth. When haying is over, the after- 
growth should be grazed with fattening 
stock or working horses. Do not let 
milch cows or young stock into such pas- 
ture the first season, because if they re- 
quire 80 much food for milk, bone and 
muscle, their manureis poor. Keep sheep 
off, for they would tear up many of the 
young grass plants, At the expiration of 
about 10 days’ grazing take the steck off, 
and run over the fleld with chain harrows 
to distribute droppings and prevent the 
growth of patches of the stronger grasses, 
In three or four days the stock can be put 
back. In October or early November give 
a good dressing of dung, say 12 loads to 
the acre, spread and leave to the following 
spring. A daily ration of chopped straw 
5 lbs, wheat bran1lb. and cottonseed 
meal 2 lbs. will help both stock and land 
very considerably, and without it most 
pastures will certainly deteriorate, 
Second year.—In spring chain-harrow, 
then roll well, and when ready to graze 
put on the stock. See that the droppings 
are regularly spread. Should any rough 
tufts appear after a couple of weeks’ graz- 
ing, have thom mown. down with a hand 
acythe, the cuttings carted off and given 
to the stock in the barn, and give to these 
places only a dressing of salt or caustic 
lime, the latter for preference, in a finely 
powdered condition. This simple mauage- 
ment together with new seeding of poor 
spots will soon produce an excellent pas- 
ture, and moreover will keep it in good 
heart and increase its value yearly. 


Food the Calf on Eggs. 

While eggs aresocheapin some sec- 
tions, 7 to 10c per dozen, it may pay to feed 
them in the milk to calves as 4 great fac 
tor in growth and fattening.

Home Dressmaking Notions, 

“Keep a thing for seven years and you'll 
find use for it,” is a saying that is illus- 
trated often in unexpected ways. The 
once beloved but now despised and dis- 
carded jersey waist has been restored to 
a position of usefulness by an ingenious 
woman, who recently hit upon the novel 
plan of making some old ones that had 
lain useless for at least the traditional 
seven years do duty as foundations upon 
Which to build some extremely pretty 
blouse and crepon waists. 

The sleeves were taken out, and the 
waist part, which fitted smoothly and 
easily, formed a liming ready made, which, 
with a few bones added, was simply per- 
fect. Over one of these a cadet blue 
crepon of nearly the same shade, showing 
narrow satin stripes of yellow, was ar- 
ranged to form a full blouse, Six rows of 
shirring, crosswise of the stripes, drew 
the material into the required size for the 
nack, forming a round yoke three inches 
deep. The fulness was drawn down into 
a space of fourinches at the waist line, 
front and back, leaving the sides plain. 
The goods were then cut out at the arm. 
holes, and large puff sleeves mude over a 
lining the same color as the jersey were 
inserted. Crush collar and belt of a dark- 
er shade of velvet and “dog ear’ bows on 
the shoulders completed a stylish and be- 
coming waist. 

Another, a black one, had the crepon 
plainly over the back, with only a slight 
fulness at the waist line. The front had a 
plain yoke, pointed a little in the centre, 
with moderate fulness below. Bands of 
black satin ribbon, edged with jet, border- 
ed the yoke and formed straps over the 
shoulders, ending in pointed tabs a little 
below the yoke in front, and below the 
shoulder blades in the back. The sleeves 
were full puffs of crepon to the elbow, 
tight fitting below, and cut in two points 
at the wrist. which were edged with the 
jetted ribbon; collar of the ribbon, with a 
double bow of satin at the back. he bot- 
tom of the waist was cut round oyer the 
hips, and was finished by a wide satin rib- 
bon, drawn into gathered tucks, each side 
of the fulness of the front, and ending in 
the back in four stiffly outstanding bows. 

The crepon, almost as elastic as the jer- 
sey, lends itself admirably to arrange- 
ment over such a foundation, and the re- 
sult was a perfectly fitting and at the 
same time delightfully easy and comfort- 
able waist, obtained at a considerable 
saving of trouble and expense.

The next free theatrical night marked 
the marriage of the Prince of Wales, on 
Maroh 10, 1868. On this occasion « 
splendid wedding cake was made by her 

ajesty’s confectioner, M. Pagniez; but 
one of equal importance was made by the 
royal confectioners, Messrs. Bolland, of 
Chester. This is what is known, as a 
“three-tier” oake, and around the base 
were festoons composed of the rose, thistle 
and shamrock, entwined with the royal 
and Denmark arms. On the tiers were 
placed alternately reflectors and figures of 
seraphs with harps; also, satin flags, on 
which were painted miniature likenesses 
of the Prince and Princess, The whole 
was surmounted by a temple embedded in 
orange blossoms and pilver leaves, on the 
summit of which was placed the Prince’s 
coronet and a magnificent plume of ostrich 
feathers, The cake, which stood nearly 
5 feet high was of colossal preportions, 

I may mention, incidentally, that 
the largest cake ever made by Messrs. 
Gunter was that which figured among the 
jubilee presents. This cake was 13 feet 
high and weighed a quarter of a ton, its 
value being sbout £300. The smallest 
wedding cake made was ordered by a lady 
forachild, It was doll’s wedding cake, 
8 inches high, aud weighing about 4 ounces; 
it cost 10s, because it was perfect in every 
respect, and the confectioner had great

“Scorching” has come to be a bugbear in

lo the first place it is unlawful to kill, 
trap or destroy any bird koown t» live up- 
on insects, orto destroy tho egusor peste 
ofsuch. Penalty, not over $20, the whole 
to gO to the proweoutor, or imprisonment 

Elk, moose, reindeer or caribou are pro- 
tected until 1900. 

Deer may be buoted between tho 1-t and 
T5th of Nov., inclusive, 

Two deer only can be killed. 

‘Non-residents of Ontario or Quebec may 
hunt deer and other game under the re- 
strictions of the game lawa by paying a 
license fee of $25 to the provincial secre- 
tary, but may expert their two deor (if they 
kill them) under such license, but no other 
export allowed, 

o hunting on Sundays, 

“Crosting,” or hunting deer while yard- 
ing, not allowed. 

Doer dogs mast not be allowed at large 
in lucaligies where deer are known to be, 

Partridge, grouse, pheasante, woodcock, 
pipe, rail, plover, black and grey equir- 
rela and hares may bo hunted from the 15th 
of Sept, to the 15th Deo, 

Wild turkeys, prairie fowl, Englivh or 
Mongolian pheasavts are protected until 
1897 

Not more than 400 ducks may be killed 
hy sav person between Sept. lat and Dec. 
15th, 

Geese or swans may be killéd between 
Sept, 15th and May Lot. 

Cotton-tail raboit crany rabbit may be 
hunted any time, 

Batteries, awlvel guns, sunken punte, 
sailboats or steam yachts shall nutbe ueed 
to hunt water fowl, 

No bird shooting after eunvet or before 
sunrine, 

No egys of game birds shall be taken or 
destroyed at any time 

During clos» season, proof of killing 
munt be given of game in possession. 

No poison, traps, snares, eto., «to,, are 
permitted to procure game, 

Bényer apd otter are protected until 
1897, From Nov Ist until May let, sable 
and martin may be trapped, and muskrat 
uotil May Ist, but nove shot daring April. 

Muskrat houses must not be destroyed at 
any lime, 

Hunting aod shooting may be probibited 
on private lands, 

Marsh lands may be enclosed by owner 
and game protictod by erecting posta at 
intervals. 

The fines for offences against door are 
from $50 to $20 and costs, and other 
offences $25 to $5 and coats, together with 
the confiscation and sale of guns, nots or 
other implements, One half of the fine to 
be psld to the prosecutor, and the other 
half to the treasurer of the proviove tu be 
applied in euforcing the act.

A COLORED FATHER IN ISRAEL-+_ 


The Kov. Jasper is Still Preaching “De 
bun Do Move." 

A unique and widely known charac- 
ter is the Rey. John Jusper, the pastor 
of Sixth Mount Zion Baptist Church, 
Richmond, Va., and the father in Israel 
of the colored race of the South, 

He has preached his famous sermon, 
*De Sun Do Move,” hundreds of times, 
and yet the mere announcement that ho 
will preach from the old text, ‘Tho 
Lord is a man of war," is sufficient to 
fillthe church to overflowing. Many 
visitors from the North attend his 
church to get a sight of the noted color- 
ed divine, 

He first saw the light of day on a farm 
in Fluvanna County, Virginia, belong- 
ing to the Peachy estate. He was born 
July 4, 1812, and was the youngest of 24 
children. According to a biography of 
the noted colored divine, written by E. 
A. Rundolph, a colored lawyer of Rich- 
mond, he received his most striking 
chaaracteristics from the prolific mo- 
ther, who was particularly valuable to 
her master because of her intelligence 
aud handiness at whatever work she was 
put. According to the same authority, 
his father was also a noted preacher, 
and held great sway in Fluvanna and 
other counties where his master owned 
property, and had him go. 

He has presided over ao number of 
colored churches in Richmond and other 
cities, At one time, itis aaid, he bap 
tized 800 candidates, commencing at 11 
o'clock in the morning, and by 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon he was through, thus 
taking only two hour, or baptizing them 
at the rate of one every 24 seconds. He 
first preached his famous sermon in his 
present church, a neat brick structure. 
It was bought by his congregation in 
1868 for $2,025, und has since been re- 
modeled at a cost of $6,000. The church 
has a membership of 2,000, and is pros- 
perous and free of ull incumbrance of 
debt. 

His congregation fairly idolizes him 
and looks up to him with a great degree 
of respect and veneration. It is said 
that he receives the modest salary of 
$50 per month, and that though it has 
often offered to raise the amount he has 
uniformly declined an increase. 

John Jasper was married for the 
fourth time two years ago. His mar- 
riage at such an advanced age created 
no little talk in his congregation at the 
time. The minister overheard his only 
daughter’ plotting with her husband 
against his life, presumably to get his 
property, and, seeing that he had to get 
rid of her and not having any one to 
care for him, he determined to marry 
again. 

He is of a practical turn’ of mind, and 
selecting an elderly woman suitable for 
his wife he made short work of his 
courtship and was married in his own 
home with his staunchest church mem- 
bers around him, 

The Rey. John Jasper, or, as his mem- 
bers delight to call him, ‘‘de doctor,” is 
yet an active man, despite his 84 years 
and his members say he preaches with 
more power than when ho was younger,

A BLAZE ON PARDAUFF

“But away out West I would build my

One summer night I was on a train that 
Was speeding eastward across Southern 
Mexico. It was one of the white nights 
of that region, when the full, dazaling 
moon, hanging so low in thosky that it 
geoms to be dropping ecarthward, fills the 
clear, dry air with a silvery radiance and 
floods the barren plain with so brilliant a 
light that the grey sands glimmer as if 
with some faint radiance of their own. 
The day had been long, hot, duaty and 
unspeakably wearlsome, and with the 
coming of this beautiful night and the 
gool breezes most of the passengers betook

I 
reckon about that time they concluded 
there ain’t no bigger fool on earth than o 
tenderfoot n-tall. And there ain't, neither.

HOW TO COOK POTATOES, 


Undoubtedly There Is an Art in Holling 
Potat *. 

However good a potato may be, it ig 
casy to spoil it In cooking, Krom being 
ono of the most tasteful and nutritious of 
vowotablos, {t may bo made both disagree. 
sble und oven disgusting, all through 
Leing badly cooked. To pare potatoos 
properly, you must not haye o blunt 
knife, but rather a small, sharp-polnted 
Instrument, o knifo that has beon worn 
down considerably from its original size 
and shape, can deal with deep-set oyos 
and awkward protuberances. Now pota- 
toos must hays their skins brushed off or 
scraped off With a knife, 

Undoubtedly thore is an art in boiling 
potatoes well, To accomplish this result, 
lof your potatoes be cut to almost equal 
size; let them Ilo in cold water for half 
an hour or moro after paring; put them 
in boiling water, just enough to cover 
thom, adding a little salt, ond let thom 


boll, not too fast, until thoy are nearly 
roady to break, A small tron skewer 1s 
botter than a fork to try them with, as 
thero is not tho danger of breaking tho 
potato. Pour off the water quickly, set 
tho saucepan with tho potatoes on the 
stoye fora minute with the lid off, give 
them a shake, and placo them in a vege- 
table dish (wiich has been warmed), and 
cover them. They should be caton at 
once or they will soon pass the condition 
of prime. 

There are many possibilitios in o dish 
of cold, boiled potatoes; they can bo 
fried, used in tho making of bread and 
cako, put into a pie or pudding with 
meat, utilized in hash, soup, and many 
other ways. A favorite dish for breakfast 
in Devonshire, among the poorer classes, 
is prepared thus: Hayling fried the 
bacon, which should be sufficiently fat, 
tho potatoes left over from yesterday are 
to be chopped up fino, and stirred about 
with ao broad-pointed knife until well 
heated, then let them stand on or beside 
the fire to brown at tho bottom; thon 
placo a plate or dish the size and shape 
of the frying pan, and turn out. If the 
potatoes are good, the result will be high- 
ly satisfactory; and when potatoes are 
grown by the cottages, it makes a {cheap 
as woll as substantialjbreakfast, especially 
if the poor be, as they say, ‘raised on the 
same. '’ 

Potatoes to bo mashed should be well 
boiled and dried, then utterly broken into 
flour with a wire potato masher, when 
a little salt, and milk or cream and but- 
ter should be added, according to tasto 
and opinion. The milk should never be 
overdone, and as to butter, that can be 
added at table if deficient, and so also the 
seasoning. Oversalting hopelessly spoils 
the dish, and if an overproportion of milk 
be used, and any of tho dish romains 
cold, it is almost certain to turn sour. 

Some doctors declaro that ‘‘mischicf 
lurks in the frying pan.’’ If by frying 
they mean soaking in grease, they are 
possibly not far wrong. But there is fry- 
ing and frying. Slice the potatoes thin- 
ly, put a layer in an earthen dish, 
sprinkle a little flour and small bits of 
butter, and repeat the same until the 
dish is nearly full, seasoning with chop- 
ped onions, salt and peppor; cover or 
nearly coyer, the whole with milk, and 
bake for two hours in a hot oven. The 
result will be to most a yery tempting 
dish. f 

For six persons use two quarts of thin- 
sliced draw potatoes, three ounces of fat 
bacon, half ao teaspoonful of grated 
onion, half a teaspoonful of pepper and 
one even teaspoonful of salt. Use a deop 
pudding dish that can be placed on tho 
table. Have the bacon cut in thin slices, 
and spread about ono-third of the wholo 
at the bottom of the dish. Sprinkle tho 
onion oyer this, and then add half tho 
sliced potatoes Over them sprinkle the 
pepper and salt, and thon add the rest of 
the potatoes and the pepper and salt. 
Lay the rest of the bacon on the potatoes, 
and moisten the whole with four tablo- 
spoonfuls of water. Cover the dish close- 
ly, and put in a moderate hot oven 
Bake for half an hour then remoye the 
cover and cook twenty minutes longer, 
The bacon at the top should be crisp and 
brown. Serve hot. 


Helpful Hints. 

Tight lacing is very likely to induce 
redness of the nose and hands. 

Soiled air can no more purify impure 
blood than dirty water can cleansd soiled 
clothes. 

Tho juice of a good lemon in a cup of 
soft water is a benefloial lotion for the 
tanned face. 

A teaspoonful of salt or a piece of char- 
coal in the water will preserve cut flowers 
a considerable time. ; 

Before using new iron utensils grease 
them inside, fill with cold water and heat 
the water gradually to the boiling point 
and lot it cool slowly. 

Tho best use to make of a pipe ts to fill 
the bowl with rich earth and plant in it 
a bit of wandering jew. Suspend-tt from 
a bracket by means of a cord. 

A coarse square of, heavy drilling 
should bo hemmed and kept with tho 
yegotable brushes for holding beets and 
other vegetables thas must be skinned 
while hot. 

Gloyes must bo pulled in shapo as soon 
as they aro taken off, and not put away 
until thoy are dry. They should always 
be removed from the hand by turning 
them wrong side out from the wrist up. 

In buying a carpot ayold the cheap 
brussels and cotton ingrains—thoy are 
the dearest carpets that can bo bought, 
for they will not wear nor look well after 
tho first fow months. A good, oll-wool 
ingrain will last for years, keep its color 
and look bright and clean so long as 
a shred romains. 

It is conyeniont to remember, whon 
purchasing for boys, that in o coat a sizo 
is an inch; in underwear oa sizo is two 
inches, and in a sock it iseone inch; half 
an inch is a size in collars; in shoes one- 
sixth of an inch; in trousers one inch;

Lovely Little Ones Can be Made Out of 
Crepo Tissue Paper, 

Botter than boxes for some small foml- 
nino befongings a8 laces handkerchiefs and 
gloves which find place in bureau drawers 
fro largo flat sachets folding only once, 
Their convenience and daintiness are just 
Qs great if they aro as simply made as 
the drawer sachets with no ornaments 
but bows of ribbon and such as these oven 
tho busiest woman can contrive to pro- 
vido horsolf with whilo the woman of 
leisure (doos she exist in these days?)

For the doll sachets get the lttle five- 
cont Japanese dolls dressed in crepe 
paper. They can be used merely to spread 
their sweotness around, or also utilized 
4s pincushions, 

A half-yard of two-inch cherry satin 
ribbon is needed to make the one illus- 
trated here. Take a piece of cotton about 
a third the length of the ribbon and 
wrap it firmly about the doll’s body mak- 
‘inga roll of the cotton that will fill 
plumply the two-inch ribbon and sprinkle 
perfume generously in the folds Bring 
one end of the ribbon up to the waist- 
line in front, then double it round the 
end of the cotton roll and let the other 
end extend up above the shoulders and 
head of the doll; oyerhand the edges of 
the ribbon together, down the sides of the 
roll, and finish the free end with a rosette 
of “‘baby'’ ribbon and loop, by which to 
hang it, A half-yard of inch-and-a-halt 
ribbon, of the same or contrasting color, 
is tled around the waist in the broad 
Japanese sash fashion. This little trifle 
is so inexpensive and so easily fashioned 
that it is commended for church fair 
tables, where it finds a ready sale. 

Charming little sachets to scatter 
abundantly through one’s bureau- 
drawers, trunks, boxes, ete., can be made 
of the crepe tissue-paper which has been 
turned to such a multitude of decorative 
purposes, Cut square of the paper and 
fold it into a triangle, then make a thin 
pad of cotton batting, a half-inch smaller 
than the paper when folded, sewing a 
frill of two-inch Valenciennes around the 
two sides and point, lay the pad within 
the paper, and tack in place with loops 
of ribbosene or ‘‘baby’’ ribbon. A piece 
of the paper can be wrapped around a 
square of cotton batting holding the per- 
fumo, and tiled with ribbon, in bag- 
fashion; the frill left at the top should 
then be pulled out into irregular flower- 
like petals, shaping a little with the scis- 
sors—remembering that not imitation of 
Nature but just suggestion of her is 
aimed at—and the edges can be tinted 
with water-color.

It would take away a world of 
pleasure if this opinion prevailed, there- 
fore let ug shut our oyos to cynical roason- 
ing ond belieye that it is a very nice, 
friendly old carth after all, full of much 
sincere affection and genuine charity.—

Directions for Protecting Clothing, Uphol- 
stored Furniture and Other Large Arti- 
cles From the Depredations of These 
Destructive Insects, 


One would suppose that an insect so 
long & household pest as the clothes moth 
would he well known ero this. But it 
does not sccm to be so, ut least in the 
adult or perfect state. It is not unusual 
to sco careful housewives chasing every

moth that chanced to fly about the eyen+ 


ing lamp, regarding neither size nor 
appearance. And yet itis not uncommon 
to find the delicate Mttleo moths about 
woolens that have been long infested, 
and yery little thought would conyince 
any one that the very much larger moths 
which flit about the lights cannot be the 
same, Moreover, cycry housekeeper 
knows that clothes moths prefer darkness 
to light, and ao little thought would 
arouse suspicion that insects with this 
preference would not be likely to be at- 
tracted by lights. Asa matter of fact, 
they are not, but if they chance’ to he 
flying about they choose the darkest parts 
of the room. 

There are three species of clothes moths. 
The most common is the species the 
larvae of which has the habit of making 
for its protection a case or tube from the 
woolen on which it feeds This moth is 
well shown in an illustration in a bulletin 
from the Vermont experiment station on 
household pests, in which are illustrated 
the full grown moth, larvae in its case 
and larvae without its case, all being 
much enlarged. The gencral color of the 
moth {ts light brown or the front wings 
and silver gray on the hind wings. 

The second species is less common, and 
the laryae does not inake a case, but a 
cocoon, The moth is of about the same 
size as the preceeding, and the expanded 
wings are half an inch across. The 
general color of the moth is light yellow, 
and there are no dark spots. The laryae 
is a small white worm with a brown 
head. It isthe most common species in 
tle south. 

The third species is so rare that it is of 
little consequence economically. The 
larvae makes no case, but burrows in 
whatever it feeds upon, thus making 
channels. 

The remedies advised by Entoraologist 
Perkins of the Vermont station for 
clothes moths are as follows: If cloth- 
ing, ete, can be inclosed in perfectly 
tight paper bags before the moths begin 
to fly and lay their eggs, they will be 
porfectly protected. Out of doors the 
moths do not appear at the north before 


tho latter part of May and during the 


month of June the campaign must be 
vigorously prosecuted. 
infested or if suspected may bo sprayed 
with benzine, and this will destroy even 
the eggs. If infested bureau drawers, 
closets, ete., are thoroughly treated with 
benzine at the proper time, there will be 
little trouble during the remainder of the 
season. 

After spraying with benzino and airing 
articles may be safely wrapped in papers, 
or, if possible, put in bags. A few cents’ 
worth of paper bags is worth far more 
than costly cedar chests or closets. Fur- 
niture, carriages or other large articles

in constant use are not yery likely to be 
attacked. If stored, they should be cover- 


ed with paper if this can be done so com- 
pletely as to leaye no opening for tho in- 
gress of moths, If this cannot be done, 
thon a spraying with benzine or bisul- 
phide of carbon early in June and again 
in a month or six wooks should provent 
damage, When more convenient, cotton 
cloth may be substituted for paper in 
covering carriages or other objects. 


Kitchen Hints, 

Green yogetables and salads of all kinds 
are, according toa well-known physician, 
the best complexion beautifiers. A daint- 
Hy made salad is, likewise, a beautifior of 
luncheon or dinner table, as all expert- 
enced hostesses will admit. Tomatoes 
iced and oyenly sliced, and seryed with a 
dressing of salt, pepper, sugar and 
yinogar, mako a delicious salad. An ox- 
collont lettuce salad is made thus: Rub 
the yolks of two hard-boiled oggs to a 
powder, add one teaspoonful each of sugar 
and popper, one-half teaspoonful each of 
salt and made mustard, and two tea- 
spoonfuls of salad oil. Lot it stand five 
minutes, and then beat in two tablo- 
spoonfuls of vinegar, Cut up two or 
threo heads of white lettuce with a knife 
and fork and pour tho dressing over it. 

Russian salad is made by mixing cold 
vegetables, as carrots, peas, string beans, 
potatoos, corn, beets, ote, cut in small 
pieces and seryed with a dressing con- 
taining ved pepper and vinegar. 

For carrot salad cut cold boiled carrots 
into yery thin slices and sprinkle with 
sugar; then add the juico of a large 
lemon and a wineglassful of salad oll. 

Hore is good cauliflower salad: Pre- 
pare and boil the cauliflowers; drain and 
let them cool; cut them into pleces, sen- 
son with salt, pepper, vinegar and of] and 
servo and cat them as any other salad.

MINING TOUR, 


The School of Mining, Kingston, will 
organize a party to go out on a prospecting 
tour up the Rideau Canal to the North of

NO COMBINATION OF FLOWERS TOO 
BRILLIANT TO ASTONISH- 


ome ofthe Latost Devolopments in the 
Artificial Flower Garden — Wings and 
Wholo Hirds Are Worn—Gauzo is Used 
on Noarly Kvory Hat That is Worn, 


The things most gorgeous now are hats. 
A hat of only one tint is an object of con- 
tempt among its parti-colored fellows,and 
Should a girl come out with peonies and 
sunflowers in her hat, she would probably 
not cause much of asensation, For that 
matter, if the immense red flowers worn 
in summer hats are not peonies, it would 
tako a connoisseur iu floral uomenclature 
toname them. For a lack of a better 
name they are called roses, but no rose 
that grows on bush or tree ever aspires to 
any such dimensions as those that now 
flourish among the millinery flora. 

Here are some of the latest develop 
ments in the artificial garden: Lilacs of a 
deep, velvety purple; ivy leaves of tropical 
magnitude; yellow lilies of the valley; 
roses that are as lurge as cabbages. These 
are the abnormals, but there are many 
legitimate pogjes which come inthe proper 
size and color, and imitate nature to per- 
fection, 

A black mull hat ts covered with snow- 
balls and dark red roses, A white round 
hat has exquisite white clovers, only by 
some freak of the ower maker they are 
made the size and shape of red ones. 

A round hat that is not exactly sailor is 
the correct thing for ordinary wear just 
now. The crown is rather shallow, and 
the brim is not wide, but the larger the 
flowers are the better. A round, white 
chip, with four peony roses, is considered 
fuirly well trimmed, but if to this isadded 
ahollyhock rosette of white silk gauze, 
with some white wings projecting from 
it on each side, then it is beyond criticism, 

Mull rosettes eannot be made too large. 
They look like the double hollyhocks that 
grow in old-fashioned flower gardens, but 
they are much larger. 


Our illustration represents a burnt- 
straw toque, trimmed with change- 
able taffeta ribbon, — heliotrope and 
rose-color,—sprays of likics, and coq 
feathers, 3 

Wingg and whole birds are worn by 
those who do not belong to the society 
with the long name. White ones are the 
favorites, and when perched upon a green 
straw hat that is trim with apple 
blossoms the effect is startlingly natural. 
When the wings only are used it isthe 
fancy to put a mull rosette in the place 
where the bird ought to be, sewing this 
artificial monstrosity upon the front of a 
round hat. Two pairs of wings are some- 
times used in this way,perhups to preserve 
the balance. 

Gauze is used in one way or another 
upon nearly every hat thatis worn. Ifit 
is not in the form of rosettes it 1s accord- 
ion pleated and is made intO funnel-like 
fans that stand up in place of ribbon loops, 
The same accordion pleating is used for 
facing the brims of straw hats and for the 
brims themselves when wired. A green 
straw hat was entirely covered with mull 
to match, andthe trimming was white 
and purple lilacs. 

The ingenious girl will make ber own 
mull hats. It only requires three circlets 
of wire set one within the other, with the 
smullest forthe crown, They are joined 
by means of transverse wires that radiate 
spokelike from the smaller circle. The 
crown may be made of wire and covered 
with mull like the brim or of fancy straw. 
Flowers and two ostrich feathers are the 
proper trimming. 

Sailor hats of knockabout wear are no 
different from these worn a season ago, 
except that the brims are a shade narrow- 
er. Stxiped bands are worn on hats with 
outing sults, A new idea is @ parrow 
black velvet band in place of the silk 
one of two-inch width. Itisa very con- 
venient device by which to refurbish an 
old bat,

If you take two* teaspoonfuls of salt 
in a glass of water, say three times a day, 
you'll not haye to be vaccinated during a 
smallpox epidemic, shunned during a 
cholera scare or nursed during a yellow 
fever plague.

Saltis a preserver 
of life, gentlemen, and if you are ever in 
a position to test its efficacy you'll re- 
member this conyersation.’’—Pittsburg 
Dispatch. 


For Diphtheria. 

During the prevalence of diphtheria it 
is quite as important to look after the 
well ones as those that are ill; especially 
needful it becomes when one is exposed to 
the disease. The observance of a few pre- 
cautions in this disease, as well as in all 
others, will be of great value in preyent- 
ing $beir spread. First, never go into the 
presence of disease with an empty 
stomach. Eat a good meal, if possible; 
if not able to procure this drink a cup of 
coffee, a cup of hot tea or a glass of milk. 
If nothing more substantial offers, drink 
a glass or more of water; better if a little 
whisky, brandy or Jamaica ginger be 
added to it. If possible visit the sick 
room when not oyer-fatigued or exhaust- 
ed. Before going into the room where 
diphtheria is gargle the throat with dilut- 
ed alcohol; 4% alcohol, 24 water—stronger 
if the throat will bear it. All the memb- 
ers of the family in tho house with a case 
of this disease should gargle their throats 
three times a day at least with the same 
preparation.

CONSTRUCTING A SILO. 


John Gould, an Oh Authority, Submits 
a Sonastble Plan. 

Silos aro usually built tn ono or two 
ways, oithor by what is known as the 
donble-boarded, or the alnglo-coilod way, 
and genorally in oithor caso out of pine 
lumber, a8 that seems to be tho handicst 
and least expensive. although oak, hom- 
Jook and other woods, if sound and free of 
knot holes and craoks, may be used, Many 
siloa ary built in some part of tho barn, to 
cheapon cost, because tho barn walls be- 
p> come the outside protection and roof, 

which reducos tho silo to a big box in the 
barn, this boing about as handy 4 place 

* from which to food .the stock as can be 

found, In tho barn tho silo noods no 
stone foundation. — All that is required ia 
to dig a tronoh tho size of the silo, large 
enough to recolye’ a 10-inch square sill, 
and bed it in mortar underneath and on 
the sidos to firm {t. Sot up the 2x6-inch 
studding 18 inches apart from center 
to centor, and lino up on tho inside with 
inch Inmber, 10 inches wide, oross-locked 
=a at the coenor, and so seourely that it will 
bo impossible to pull apart. Cover on the 

_ {Inside of this first ining with cheap tar- 
: red papor, thon run on another layer of 
the same kind of Iumber; put it on with 
a half lap, so as to break tho joints in tho 
first loyer, and nail with 10d wire nails. 
fo make suro that the cornors are tight 
have a $x3-inch scantling sawod through 
cornerwiso and nail theso halvesinto the 
corners, with a backing of paper well 
painted In with gas tar. 

, In placo of twa thioknosses of boards, 
singlo-surfacod No, 1 flooring boards may 
De used and tho grooyes fillod with paint, 
but in this caso thero must be more stud- 
cing usod so as to make tho walls extra 
firm. Now and theh a man builds a 
single-cellod silo six cornored, and puts the

J When the walls of tho silo are finished 

“and painted with a paint made of threo 

“quarts of gas tar and two quarts of gaso- 

line well mixed—taking care that no fire 

comes near it in mixing or applying--the 
floor may bo made by drawing the soil 
from tho oentor of the silo upto, and 
pounding down against, the side walls un- 
; til the floor is the form of a kettle. If well 
< pounded down and dampened in the opera- 
tion, it makes one of the best of floors. 
>: ~The double-boarded silo, with a clay floor, 
ss is the equal of any silo made for the pro- 
per keeping of silage. Two silos of this 
____ kind built cight years ago are still in per- 
fect condition. They hold almost 200 
tons of silago and did not cost $100. They 
fill atl tho requirements of a cheap and 

c yet durablo silo. By double-boarding the 
walls with tar—red paper between —and 
by haying a clay floor much lower in the 
“center, the walls are absolutely air-tight 
proof. In the last six years I have not lost 
‘by mold or decay 1,000 pounds of silage 

along walls, or in the corners; and since I 
‘stoppod covering and weighting tho top, 
‘and simply wet the surface, when the heat 
bogins to show itself, with 10 or 15 pails 
of water evenly distributed over the top 

- surface, tho spoiled silage on top has

er in the capsule of the cheese curd. 

That such a clumsy provision of grease 
should be supposed to impose upon the

such folly is not as competent in the sol- 
ection and use of food as an intelligent 
horse, which, if cheese were his dict,could 
never be fooled by such compounds as 
theso imitations, Ono thing ts certain, the 
manufacturers of this stuff have always 
been and always will be sovercly punished 
by heavy losses, ‘‘Vengeanco is mine 
saith tho Lord, I will repay,’’ has never 
been more fully demonstrated than in tho 
Kistory of this foolishness, very truly ro- 
marks an exchange.

Fow dafrymoen will readily acoredit this 
ylow of the effect of giving slop fecd to 
cows, yot It is in accord with the statomont 
of experimenters who hayo tested tho In- 
fluence of food on the composition of milk. 

If thia view is found correot it will be 
seen that the attempt to produce diluted 
or thin milk by cheap, though really ex- 
pensive foods, is not only mistake of 
morals but of mind. Fortunately tho in- 
toreats of buyors and sellers in the produo- 
tion of milk are ono, 

SIMPLE MILK COOLER. 
A Leaf From the Diary of « Progressive 
Nebrasks Farmer. 

My milk cooler Is 4 box large enough to 
hold all my milk and cream cans and but- 
tor crocks, It has aspout down one corner 
within ono inch of tho bottom, to allow 
the water to flow in,thus putting the cold 
water in tho bottom of the tank, The 
warm water risos to the surface and passes 
off down tho hose, which 1s hooked up aa 
high as you wish the water in the vat 
aroind the cans. When thoro ts less milk 
in the cans, lower th» hoso by use of the 
wire chain, ‘The warm water passes off at 
the top of the vatand runs out on the gar- 
don, and is used to irrigate it. It does not 
matter how much or how little water Is 
pumped into the vat at once, a4 it holds 
itsolf with tho top of tho hose all tho thme. 
There is no danger of overflowing or 
drowning the cans. Of course, there should 
be enough cold water pumped into the vat

I find that when 
my milk is at tho same tomperature as 
the water coming from the well, it is about 
right to raise allof tho cream. [used a 
piece of two inch hose, and bored a two- 
inch holo in tho box and insertad the 
hose. Then in order to make the hose and 
box water-tight, I bored a hole through 4 
stick, which Idroye inside of the hoso 
svhoro it passes through the tank. I had 
good sweet milk and good biittermilk and 
fine, hard butter all summer, I shipped 
my butter to Ompha,and received for it at 
tho depot four and five cents per peund 
more than wo could got at the store at 
home. Lalso grew in my garden after 
July 8, (at which time I was halled out 
and lost my entire crop), ono pail toma- 
toos, ono bushel of turnips, eleven cab 
bages, four bushels of radishes, one-half 
peck of beans, lots of lettuce anda few 
onions, by irrigation from our tank. 


CHOICE FARM BUTTER. 


Unless Everything is Kept Clean It Canuot 
Bo Secured, 

Good butter must not only look well 
and be firm, but it must taste well. To 
secure this good taste is ono of the most 
difficult tasks of butter making. Milk 
in allits forms is one of the most suscept- 
ible substances to taints and odors, It is 
sweet and wholesome as it comes from the 
healthy cow, and to make good butter it 
must be kept so. The cow stables should 
be clean and well aired, so ss to be free 
from odors of mold and decaying manure. 
The cow’s coat and nddershould be clean- 
ed before milking, and the milker’s hands 
and clothing should be ina civilized condi- 
tion. Tho tin milk bucket should haye 
been scoured, scalded, and, if possible, 
sunned, before its daily use. The teats 
30uld te milked with dry hands, and all 
ible dust should be kept out of the 
k. Some airymen r the pall with 
tin-banded w i sieve which 
catches the foam an st particles as the 
milk stream is conducted through it. 
Hurry the milk fr the stable to the 
house or cellar and immediately set it in 
for creaming In the cleanest of pans, which 
should be treated as carefully as the milk 
buckets. Cool the milk as soon as possiible 
by aerating, setting ina stream wf cold 
water, or cyen by cool air in a well ventil- 
uted place, As soon as the animal heat is 
remoyed the yi ay be covered with 
clean tin covers; wood absorbs taints so 
readily that it should be used as little as 
possible in butter-making. ‘The wooden 
churns, bowls and lad!es which must be 
used must bo most* thoroughly soaked 
with boiling water. and then disinfected 
with plenty of surshine and pure air, A 
little washing or baking soda in the boil- 
ing water will help to things sweet 
in cloudy weather. The ean that is to 
hold tho cream will neod the most atton- 
tion, as itis desirable to keop the batch 
sweet as long as possible in order to have 
large uniform churnings. If the butter 
cannot be used or sold within two weeks 
after it is made, it should be well packed, 
keeping the color in cach tub as uniform 
as possible,

Advisablility of Dehboraing. 

If there is any doubt of the advisability 
of dehorning cattle in general, there can 
be no doubt of the advisability of dehorn- 
ing the bad-tempered animal that fs prone 
to drive his fellows from the water or feed 
trough, or from the shelter. This awimal 
does not profit from tho hurt it does 
others. The quarrelsome animal never 
makes as much fat or milk from its feed 
ns it would wore it quiet and peaceable, 
and it reduces the thrift of the animals it 
deprives of feed, water or shelter, If it docs 
not injure them. In nearly every case such 
an animal will be thoroughly reformed by 
dehorning; it will beamong the most 
peaceable among the herd. In the few 
causes in which this effect is not produced, 
the animal's capacity toinjuro its fellows 
{s much lessened,and they will soon learn 
this and will not bo iaoposed upon by it, 


After tho Strawberry Season.

It 
mixes the soll, pulyverizes the hard lumps, 
and enables the soll to hold a great amount 
of air in contact with its moist surfaces, 
‘This causes fermentation in the soll and 
develops carbonic acid gas which makes 
mineral fertilizers soluble, 


Prof. BK. 8. Goff somo years ago demon- 
strated that potatoes can be improved in 
productiveness by the repeated or continu 
ed seloetion of the most productive hills 
for seed, Thore can be so doubt of it that 
this is the right way of maintaining the 
high standard of a goed varle'y. We must 
select the plants arsl propagate thom, 
rather than individual tubers, The hill 
that gives a larger yield, under the same 
conditions, than the rest of the fleld, and 
potatoes of generally better form and color 
or of more unifom shade and smoothnoss, 
is the seed that I would wish to plant. Tho

willingness to lay him down and die being 
the most conspicuous feature of the whole 
incident, 


THE LAST ROSE, 


Moore’a greatest song, now associated 
inseparably with the aame of the most 
noted lyric songstress of our century, was 
set by the poet to an old Irish sir, called 
the “ Grove of Blarney,” which he altered 
materially to adapt it to ite new uee. The 
words were suggeated by an Irish tradition, 
well told by Charles Wolfe, the author of 
the ‘ Burial of Sir Johu Moore.” In the 
olden days, when every petty Irish chief- 
tain’s court contained a minstrel, one of 
these influential charactera had the misfor- 
tune to offend his lord and was driven out 
of the domain, For yeare nothing was 
heard of him, but one day, when his name 
had become little more than a memory, he 
suddenly reappeared in the village, to the 
astonishment of the old and the delight of 
the young. He wes urged to play, and at- 
tempted to comply with the request, but it 
was soon discovered that he could play and 
sing but one air, a song about a rose that 
was left blooming alone on the parent stem 
long after all its companion flowers had 
faded and scattered their leaves on the 
graze beneath, ‘The constant repetition of 
thie pathetic melody with its equally sad 
words depressed the spirits of the whole 
village, and, demented as he was, the old 
bard perceived the effect of his singing, and 
quietly withdrew to the church yard in the 
immediate vicinity, where he sheltered him- 
self in a recess in the wall of the church 
and sang his one song to all who approach- 
|ed and desired to hear him, He could never 
| be prevailed on to enter » dwelling, so the 
| kindly villagers inclosed the nook he had 
chosen for a home with a wall and roof, no 
that he had shelter from the inclemencies 
of the seasons, Food was regularly brought 
and placed where he could reach it, and 
there he lived many years alone. One day 
}a young girl who had loat her lover came 
to the churchyard to visit his grave, and 
while there asked old Dormidetowing. He 
took his harp and tried todo so, but as bis 
fingers swopt-the familiar strings, his feel» 
ings.evorcame himand-be laid down the 
harp. ‘I shall never sing again,” he said, 
and truly spoke, for the next-day he was 


found dead. He was the lest of his race, 
but the song he inspired is ‘destined 
to live as long as English is spoken.

ticles Found to He Infested Should Be 
Sprayod With Bonzine, 


It twonld séem as if an insect so long a 
household pest ng the clothes moth would 
bo well known by this tline, yet it dogs 
hot seem to be so, In the adult or perfect 
state. It is not Uncommion {to sco careful 
housekeepers chasing every nioth that 
chances to fly about tho evening lamp 
Without rogard to sizo or appomanco, 
while the delicate ttle moths are fouad 
on woolons that have been long infested, 
Clothes moths profor darkness to ight, 


and inscets of this kind are not attracted 
by lights. 

‘Tho well-known moth Is light brown 
in color on tho front wings and silver 
gray on the hind wings, Tho larva is a 
small white worm with a Nght brown 
head; it makes no case, but burrows in 
whatoyor it feeds upon, thus making 
chi nnols. 

Romodles: If clothing and the like can 
bo Inclosed in perfectly tight paper bags 
bofore moths begin to fly ond lay” their 
eggs, thoy will be completely protected. 
Out of doors the moths appear the latter 
part of May or June, and during the 
month of Juno the campaign must be vig- 
orously prosecuted. Articles found in- 
fosted, or if suspocted, may bo sprinkled, 
or better sprayed with benzino, and this 
will destroy even the eggs. If infested 
closets, drawers, ctc., are thoroughly 
treated with benzine in June thore will 
bo little trouble during the remainder of 
the scason, After spraying ond airing 
articles may bo safely wrapped in papers 
or if possible put in bags. A fow conts® 
worth of paper bags is worth far more 
than costly. cedar chests or closets. 

Furniture, carriages or other large art- 
icles in constant use are not likely to be 
attacked. If stored they should be cover- 
ed with paper if this can be done so com- 
plotely as to leaye no opening for the In- 
gress of moths, Ifthls cahnot be done 
thon a spraying with benzino or bisul- 
phide of carbon early in June, and again 
{n a month or six weeks, should prevent 
dunage. When more conyenlent cotton 
cloth may, be substituted for.paper in 
covering carriages or other obiccts.

This led to experiments being tried in 
the kitchen, and one.third of the cotton- 
seed meal was mixed with two-thirds 
white flour or cornmeal, and baked or 
fried either as batter or dough. The mix- 
ture cooked well, and possessed a rich 
nutty flavor very pleasant to the palate. 
Cattonseed meal is yery rich in albumi- 
noids, or the nitrogenous elements (flesh 
and blood formers), as compared with the 
starch and fat c!ements (heat producers), 
passessing a nutritive ratio of one to 
one, i. e,, one of the former to one of the 
latter, while that of the wheat is one to 
six. It is well known that graham flour, 
which contains all parts of the wheat, is 
almost a perfect food, more nearly meet- 
ing allthe requirements of the human 
body than does any other natural product, 
The mixture of cotton seed meal with corn 
meal and white flour gives a combination 
almost igentical in compoSition and nu- 
tritive ratio to wheat. - 

In many states cottonseed meal is pro- 
duced in such quantities as to sell for one 
cent per pound. The same states will buy 
annually millions of dollars’ worth of 
meal] and flour at an average of one and 4 
half cents per pound. The economic ad- 
vantages of the use of cottonseed meal as 
human food are obvious. 


Use O11 to Clean the Skin. 

Oil, not water,should be used when you 
really want to clean your face. Learn a 
lesson fromn the actresses. If an actress 
tfled to wash with soap and water her 
nightly-make-up from her face, she would 
have no skin to speak of left in a week, to 
say nothing about a complexion. She 
never makes any such mistakes. She re- 
moves her make-up with oil, usually, and 
preferably cocca oil, And she learns by 
experience to do the same thing when she 
wants to get rid of the grime of travel. Oil 
cleans the skin more thoroughly than 
soap and water, as you can easily demvn- 
strate after a journey or some such toiling 
experience. If you don’t mind the abuse 
of your skin for once, just wash your face 
after the old fashion, as well as you can; 
then cover it with oll and remove the oil 
with a soft cloth. One look at the cloth 
will prove that the soap and water did not 
get it clean. 


How to Make Toilet Water at Home. 

For violet water put a quarter of a 
pound of fresh picked sweet violets, to- 
gether with their welght of pure alcohol, 
into a large bottle, cork and shake the 
bottle every day for one week; then add a 
quarter of a pound of water, Filter and 
bottle for use. Lavender water is made 
by slowly steeping for one hour in a coy- 
ered farina boiler a pound of fresh layen- 
der with a pint of water. On its removal 
from the fire add 2 quarts of alcohol, filter 
ond bottle for use. One of the most de- 
lightful home-made waters is cherry laurel 
water. Bruise an ounce of bay leaves and 
add to them a half pint of water. Steop 
for an hour in a farina boiler, take it from 
the flre and add # quart of lavender water. 
Filter and bottle for use. 


How to Make Saratoga Potatoes, 


After paring six large potatoes, slice 
them very thIn and put them into 2 quarts 
of cold water. Let them stand all night 
in a cold place—in the ico chest if possible. 
In the morning gently pour off the water 
and put in some that is fresh as well as 4 
large piece of ice. When the potatoes are 
brittle, drain afout a pint of them, and 
putting them into a frying basket lower 
thom into a kettle one-third full of boll- 
ing fat. Cook for ten nfinutes, lifting 
them with a spoon from the bottom of 
the pan two or three times while they 
are frying. Drain the potatoes well and 
turn them into a dish Hned with soft 
brown paper.

Train Your Children to Kies in the 
Right Way, 


Kiss may bo conveniently divided into 
two classes, those which belong to and are 
intimately associated with the warmer 
passions of the heart, and those wihch are 
purely conventional. In view of the exact. 
ing demands of modern eani prin- 
ciples, in neither case is the habit desirable 
or even permiasible. Nevertheless, it i 
only waste of labor for medical montora to 
protest against the habit, so faras the 
first ‘‘order'’ of kisses 1s concerned. Mic- 
robes, however pathogenic, will be ignored 
under these circumstances, and such will 
be the case until time is no more, 

With respect, however, to the second 
varloty of kisses, the matter is different, 
For the most part, the habit is practised 
upon children, both girls and boys. Among 
themselves, too, kissing to a large extent 
prevails, But the facility with which 
diphtheria, measles, whooping cough and 
scarlot fever are transmitted in early lite 
rencers the habit one which common sense 
will show to be open to grave objections, 
However essential conventional kisses may 
be regarded as 4 means of demonstrating 
friendship and politeness, parents should 
nevertheless, wo think, consider in this 
matter the welfare of their children first. 
Our condemnation of kisses may, for prac-

They 
cover nearly 100,000 equare miles of our 
national territory, and contain more than 
one half ofall the fresh water on the globe, 

Lake Superior is 603 feet above the level 
of the sea ; bat its bottom like that cf every 
other lake of the series, lies far below the 
level, Lakes Huron and Michigan are on 
nearly one leve!, twenty-five feet below 
Lake Superior, Erie is thirteen feet below 
the level of Huron and Ontario by the grand 
cataract and rapids of Niagara is brought to 
a atill lower descent of 333 feet. Tho river 
—or, more properly speaking, the strait of 
Saulte Ste. Maria is o series of channels 
winding among innumerable islands, Some 
of these, as St, Joseph and Drummond, 
cover many equare miles, They line the 
whole northern coast of lake Huron, The 
rocks that here lift their bald peaks from 
the waves are the primitive azoic or primary 
rocks of Canada, which Agassiz declared : 
“The new world is the real old world, Here 
wasthe firet dry land lifted ont of the 
waters; here was the firat shore washed by 
the ocean that enveloped all the earth 
beside,” 

The Detroit river—aw the strait betweon 
Lakes Erie and Hvron was named by the 
Jesuit missionaries, who were the first white 
men to set footin thie region—ie one of the 
upique atreams of the world, From wiod 
mill Point Lake Ste, Claire to Rar 
Point, I ie, it flows ao distance of 
twenty-seven miles 1,515 yards. Its great 
est width is three miler, and its average 
width one mile. The average depth ia 
thirty-four feet, Tho Detroit river is the 
natural dr or channel, of 82,000 equare 
miles of Inke surface and of 125,000 square 
miles of land, thue rivaling the Ohio which 
is more than forty times os long. The 
mean current of the Detroit is 1.97 miles an 
hour. Such is a prosaic description in 
epitome of the greatest chain of natural 
waterways in the world.

EDUCATIONAL REGULATIONS, 


Tne following regulations as to candidates 
for junior and senior leaving examinations 
for the next year have been sent out by the 
Department, It was generally underatood 
that the new regulations would be put in 
force at the opening of collegiates, which 
would tend to throw candidates back a year 
or two in their work. But this is not eo, as 
they will be allowed for the next two years 
to pursue their work and get their certifi 
cates under the old regulations. The foilow- 
ing is the provision under present regula: 
tions for all such candidates :— 

Candidates who, in 1895, hold a certificate 
obtained under former regulations, or sre 
entitled to write for a junior or senior leaving 
certificate, may at the examination of 1897 
write for certiticates in the subjects as pre- 
scribed therefor under the regulations of 
1893, and as defined in the regulations of 
1895. For candidates for a junior leaving 
certificate under this regulation, the science 
option shall be the physics and botany pre- 
scribed for Form III under the regulations 
of 1896. 

Candidates who have failed at the junior 
leaving examination of 1895, or a preceding 
yeut, but have passed in English grammar 
and rhetoric. arithmetic and mensuration, 
history and physics. sball, on application 
to the Edueation Department, be entitled 
to a certificate of having passed Par: I ot 
the second form examination, and may write 
for a junior or senior leaving certificate 
under the regulationa of 1895. 

Candidates who hold commercial certifi 
cates obtsined under the regulations of 159% 
and who present themselycs at the examina- 
tion of 1896 or 1897, shal! be exempt from 
the first form examination.

The extraordinary capacity of the 
Chinese in all forms of fabrication, 
their great ingenuity and facility of im 
itation, their ability to Inbor fourteen 
and sixteen honrs.a day on a few hand- 
fuls of rico, and their willingness to 
work for wages that would not 
the tobacco corstiined by an American 
mechanic, will make thom dangerous 
competitors in alllines of manufactures, 
particularly in the production of. silks, 
cottons and other fabtics. If they 
should enter generally into the mannu- 
facture of textiles with cotton of their 
own cultivation they would effectually 
elose the mills of Manchester, which 
hive already been seriously crippled by 
the development of the Industry in In- 
dia, where the increase of spindles dur- 
ing the last ten years has been greater 
than in any other part of the world. 

China is now.the largest market for 
British and American cottons. We 
sond to that country very little else 6x 
cept petroleum. Our exports last: year 
(1894) were valued at $5, 858, 488, of which 

2, 884/220 were cotton cloths and $2, 448, - 
636 petroloum, Ourimports from China 
amounted to $17,185,028, of which $3,-

The Chinese market for manufactured 
goods willnever be much greater. The 
wants of the people are few, and it will 
be generations before they are educated 
to the need of luxuries, Therefore the 
demand for foreign merchandise will in 
no wise compensate for the competition 
they will offer. The opening of the 
country so manufactures will occasion 
a temporary market for machinery, 
taols, railway construction material and 
supplies and improved agricultural im. 
plements, but the Chinese are such 
cleverimitators that they will soon be 
able to supply thomselyes.—Chicago 
Record.

HOW PEANUTS, GROW, 
They Start In the Air andl Afterward Bure 
row Into the Ground, 

Most residents of the north have 
wholly erroneous idens about the way in 
Which peanuts grow If questioned on 
tho subject, nino: “persons “out of ton 
would probably doclarg yith confidonce 
that this favorite Juxtiry of clreus golng 
youth is a root dovelopment, much as 
potatoes are, ‘That peanuts, when ripe 
are dug ont of the chogh fs truo, but thoy 
begin operations in the atrand nover have 
anything to do with the roots of their 
paront.yino. From. bulletin issued by 
the department of agriculture ia gleaned 
thie following information on this Lntorest- 
ing subject: 

“he blobsom of. the peanut fs at the 
ond of a long, pedicollike calyx tubo, the 
ovary being at the base. After the foll of 
the flower, tho peduncle, or ‘spike,’’ 
dlongates and bends downward, pushing 
several Inchos into the ground, where tho 
ovary at its extromity bogins to onlarge 
and develops into a pale; yellowish, 
wrinkled, slightly curved pod, often con- 
tracted in the middle, containing from 
onc to tlired seeds, Should the ‘spike’ by 
necldents nob be enabled to thrust its 
point In the ground within a» few hours 
after tho fall of the flower if withers and 


dles. 

‘*Moro or loss abundantly scattered over 
the roots of the peanut plant are warts of 
about the sizo of a pinhead, or larger, 
Theso tuberclos,as they are usually called, 
play a very, fiportant part In the life 
history of tho plant, Within them, whilo 
in a fresh or growing state, may be seen, 
by the aid of a good microscope, myriads 
of very minute organisms. These bacteria 
like bodies live partly on the substance 
supplied from. the. roots, but at the samo 
time they take from the air and elaborate 
for tho use of the plant. considerable 
quantities of nitrogen,. Nitrogen, is the 
most oxpensiye clement that must -be sup- 
plied to plants In fertilizers. Vhe organ- 
isms living-inithese porous tubercles take 
it abundantly from the dir, of which it 
comprises about flye-fifths, and supply it 
to the plant without any cost. In this 
way # total amount of nitrogen’ is often 
acquired by tho plant far In oxcess of the 
tmount analyses “show to be present and 
ayailable in the soil» = . 

» Dike many other extensively cultivat- 
ed plants, the peanut has ‘not been found 
in a truly wild state, and hence itis diffi- 
cult tofix upon its habitat. So widely 
has it’ been cultivated in eastern countries 
that somo botanists have attempted to 
trace its spread from China and Japan, 
thence through the East Indian fslands 
to India, and thence to Africa, whore in 
the soventeenth contury it was so exten- 
sively cultivatéd and had become such an 
important article of native food that the 
slavedealers loaded their vessels with it, 
using it’as’food for their cargoes of cap- 
tives; But the weight of authority seems 
to be in favor of accepting “it asa native 
‘of Brazil, thus adding the peanut to the 
four other plants“ of: commercial {mport- 
ante tliat America has contributed to the 
agriculture of the world—namoly, cotton, 
Indian corn, potato und tobacco. Though 
it tay be A native of the woste con- 
tinent, it early becanié a largely t rat- 
ed plant in the warnicr portions of the old’ 
World, océupying a distinct place in the 
agriculture of those countries long before 
‘its merits were recognized in the land of 
its origin.’*

The First Suez Canal, 

According to Herodotus, Pharaoh Necho, 
450 years before the Christian era, com- 
monced the construction of a canal 
branching out from the Nile and travers- 
ing the desert to the head of the gulf of 
Suez. When about half completed, and 
after the expenditure of an ineredible 
amount of labor, the work was abandon- 
ed, owlng to an oraclo which the king had 
consulted warning him that if the enter- 
prise was comploted {t would be for the 
benefit of his onemies, tho barbarians, and 
probably entangle the nation in foreign 
complications. 

The work was subsequontly comploted 
by Ptolemy 11 and afterward rostored by 
Trajan, The Grand canal wae stated ns 
being far superior to any other canal in 
the known world, Its breadth was such 
that two galloys abreast could be nayigat- 
ed on it, and by it the riches and merchan- 
dise of the east were conveyed from tho 
Red sea to tho Nile, and thence to the 
Moditerrancan Strong opposition was 
raised during the construction, on the 
ground that, the land through which it 
passed being below the level of the Red 
soa, the canal would bo the moans of 
flooding it, To oyercomo this difficulty 
adam, or slulco, was placod across it, 
with doors which opened to give passage 
to the vossols, and thon wore closed again, 
After tho lapse of sevoral conturles this 


canal was allowed to go to ruin, but 
traces of it. still romain,—Longman's 
Magazine.

Horticultural Notes, 

If hollyhocks show signs of dlsonse, 
apray frequently with Bordeaux mixturo; 
hoo frequently between the plants. If the 
disorse has got astrong hold,romove somo 
of the worst affected’ leaves, and keep up 
spraying at intervals, on tho others, 

It requires knowledge of tho varioty and 
habit of growth of a tree to prune it as it 
should be. Somo yartoties naturally ran 
up, ond tholr central shoots must be 
chyecked to encoyrsge a moré spreading 
habic. Nearly all pear trees will grow like 
a church spire If the central shoot is not 
pinched back. In most varictios th» center 
needs trimming out down to whore the 
branches put out from the trunk. Tho 
Seckel pear is one which naturally grows 
a round bead and requires loss severe 
pruning than most cthers, The pruning

Taking the wild cuoullata, for example, 
there Isa pure white, ros7 blue and ono 
striped and blotched white and blue, 
This one is called Cucullata picta. It Ts 
a profuse bloomer, and its two colored 
flowors are yory much admired, Anothor 
wild one, sagittata, has been known to 
roduca a white yariety. ‘The bird's-foot 
iolet, Viola pedata, is ofa light blue.

perhaps thero sve thousands; and in the 
early days of May, when these aro in 
bioom, there nay be distinguished many 
shades of colors among them. Some aro 
nearly white. This sort, pedata, likes a 
dryish situation, while almost all other 
kinds prefer « molst one. 

In pruning frult trees, attention has to 
be given to the manner in which the par- 
ticular kind bears its fruit. The cherry 
and the pear both bear their fruit on short 
spurs, and in trimming, therefore, the 
effort should be to produce a large quan- 


cuts of the cross sections of the treo, and 
the forthcoming sixth yolume of Prof.

Tho leaves arg long, wide, thick and 
bright green abovo and yery glaucous be- 
low; the staminate catkins arc from two 
to four inches long and quite thick, and 
are produced early, often in February; the 
pistillate catkins are from twoto four 
inches long, and begin to shed their fruit 
much earlier than the heart-leave willow, 
with which ithas been confused, and 
which 1s a straggling bush,or at the most 
at all shrub with slonder yellow twigs and 
small staminate ond pistillate catkins 
which appear in April. ‘Tho wood of this 
species Is a dark yollow and qulte hard, 
and ts sald to be durable, It is used for 
posts and rails. 

This new treo of the willow species will 
be of great intorest to all students of ar- 
boriculture, of which atudy the willows 
form an Interesting and ornamental group 
of trees. They are found in America from 
Labrador to Florida downto Moxico and 
thence northward to British America, and 
have been studied and catalogued from 
tho beginnng of the work In this country. 
They are found slong the little branches 
and creoks as wollas along the largor 
streams, but their special habitat ia the 

large overflowed, sandy, bottoms along the 
Missourl Riv Thero are many spocies 
in the United Statos, ospecially in the At 
lantio States,and as far weatas the Missis 
sipp! Valley, and in Missouri! thoro aro at 
least alxteon speciosa, Including this new 
discovery. 


Prof. Sargent is held in the highost os 
teom in Japan, where he spent sovoral 
years. Some years ago the Japanose sent 
this country and other nations which had 
udyanced in tho arts, many of thoir young 
menand they studied the methods of 
governmont ond especially agriculture 
Among them was the official who held the 


place In Goyernmont circles which weuld 


young trees, but with such kinds as the 
grape vine the fruit is borne from tho buds 
of last year's growth, so the effort should 
be to throw all the vigor possible into 
those branches that we want to bear the 
shoots next season. ‘To do this we pinch 
back the shoot that we do not want to ex- 
tend, or even pull these weak shoots out 
altogether. A little pruning is then neces- 
sary in the winter tg shorten back these 
strong, bearing canes, or to prune out al- 
together the weaker ones that we check 
by pinching back during the growing sea- 
son. 


Arboriculture, 

The Northwestern Liimberman notes 
that Baron Michling, a cultured and 
wealthy gentleman of Germany, was in 
Chicago the past spring, and whon asked 
by a reporter what Se did not like about 
tiv United States replied; *'The destrne- 
tion of your forests. In every other way 
the keenest, most far-sighted nation the 
world has eyer seen, the people of the 
United States soem to have been blind to 
tho consequence of the whelcsate dagtyne: 
tion of their timber lands. Tho matter 
does not interest the pubiic as it should. 
In some states now the original foresis 
haye already been exterminated, und 
practically nothing is being donein the 
way of planting, ‘Tho pe onte of America 
will find themselves obliged before man} 
years to pass forestry laws, such as Ger- 
many has had for ye Already you 
have practically exterminated several vari- 
eties of the most valuable woods. Let mo 
tell you this: Within £0 years you will be 
bringing American woods from Germany. 
For yeara we haye been systematically 
planting American walnut, maple, chorry 
and othor trees. When your supply {8 ex- 
hunsted we can supply you. I now have 
growingon ny estate in Hesse-Thuringen 
thousands of Amoriean troos, which I se- 
cured mainly through the kindnosa of my 
friegd, Mr. Fernow, who ia tho head of 
your forestry division of the agricultural 
department. Pardon mio for saying that 
the people of the United States have beon 
ungrateful. God gave to them the grand- 
ost trees on the face of the earth—the 
giant sequola of the Yosemite Valloy. I 
now have quite a number of them grow- 
ing In Germany which [sent from Call- 
fornia. They are about four foet high, 
and Lam very proud of them. You havo 
not learned to love tho treos for thom- 
selves, ax wodo. To the average Amerl- 
can,the firat question about a nice tree fa, 
How many feet of lumber can I get out of 
it?’ It is ofton thecasy that others seo us 
more clearly than wo soe ourselyes, We 
may not fully appreciate the truth of 
Baron Michling's remarks, but our chil 
dron will exportence it, and wonder why 
their progenitors were so wasteful of ma- 
terial which is so slowly produced,

346 Degreos Below Zero. 


Professor Dewar, the Bri wizerd of 
extreme cold,’’ has obtained results in his 
experiments which havo been referred to 
by tho jeurnals of chgnistry as ‘wonders 
of the nineteenth century.’’ Tho profess- 
or oceupivs the chair of chemistry in tho 
British Royal Institute, and has been ex- 
perimenting on the results of evaporation 
in producing extreme cold since about 
1592. 

In the latter half of 1893 he sncceeded in 
obtaining a temperature of 310 degrees bo- 
low zero on the cen “de scale, which is 
equal to 346 degrees of the Fabrenhoit in- 
strument. In making these curious ex- 
periments ho uses a double compartment 
afr compressor, Into the outer chamber 
of this app: us he introduces diquid nit- 
rous oxide through « pipe, the liquid en- 
torlng the machine under a pressure of 1,- 
100 pounds to the square inch, The nitrous 
oxide evaporates almost instantly, and, as 
a result, the temperature of the alr sur- 
rounding the inner chamber is quicky ro- 
duced to 1830 dogrees below Fahrenhelt’s 
zoro. ‘The inner chamber, being thus cool- 
Cie almost instantly made tho roeeptacle 
of quid ethylene, which is Introduced by 
means of a pipe, as was tho nitrous oxide 
Into the outer chamber, The cthylene also 
outers its chamber under high prassuse— 
1,500 pounds to the square inch. It eva 
porates very rapidly, but hardly so quick- 
ty a8 did the nitrous oxide, However, it 
haa the benoflt of the outer chamber. By 
the time evaporation Is complete the tem- 
perature of the inner chamber ia reduced 
to 340 to 846 dogrevs below zero Fahren- 
helt. 

In hia experiments in the roalm of ex- 
trome cold ¢he professor has found that 
common oxygen gas will become Nquified 
at © tomporaturo of 115 dogrevs below, 
contigrade, He la the man who firat pro 
duced “liquid air,’! which was obtainod 
utwtemporaturo of 119.2 degrees below 
centigrade, which fs oqual to exactly 822.9 
of Fahronhoilt's scale

DEATH OF JOHN HODGE, OF LOCK- 
PORT, N. Y. 


John Hodge, one of the most wealthy 
residents of Western New York, died at his 
home in Lockport, N. Y,, on the Sth inst, 
Deceased was a Canadian sod was a brother 
of Mre. S. B. Mason, of Napanee road, near 
Deseronto, He was born in the township of 
Loughboro but was brought up chiefly io 
Camden townehip whither hie father, the 
late David Hodge, removed, He was o 
clerk for a number of years in Lapum’s 
store, Centreville, whence he removed to 
Newcastle and from that village to Northern 
New York, settling finally in Lockport, N. 
Y. There he prospered in business and 
acon became one of the leading citizens b: ing 
ounnected with the principal banking and 
other financial corporations in that buey 
city, He was the owner of one of the finest 
business blocks in the city, Mr. Hodge 
was probably the most zealous and active 
Mason in Western New York, and held sev- 
eral of the leading offices in that great order, 
The Toronto Freemason of September, 
1888, contains his portrait and states that 
his princely donation of the Wyndham Lawn 
estate for » Masonic Home. to the Grand 
Lodge of New York, was the crowning 
event ia his Masonic career. The mansion 
is of stone delightfully situated in the midst 
of 15 acres, ond thery are conservatorior, 
grapery, otc,, etc, The estate comprises 80 
acres of fine, improved land, abundantly 
supplied with choice fruits and is valued at 
$60,C00, The J'reemason states Bro, 
Hodge’s princoly gift has never been equal- 
lod in the history of Freemasonry and that 
the craft should place him at the head of 
the list of Distinguishod Masons, Deosased 
was twice married but had no children, His 
father died about ten years ago, He is 
survived by the following brothers and 
sisters: Robert Hodge, of Brampton; T. F, 
Hodge, of Joliotte, Dakots; David Hodgo, 
ot Vickeburg, Mine.; Mra, Wm, Haff, of 
Findlay, Ohio; and Mrs, S. B. Manon, of 
Deseronto. Mrs, Mason had not seen her 
brother for very many years, He paida 
visit to her about twenty years ago, but she 
happened to be away from home at the 
time. Proves tolegeams stato that it was not 
koown he was o Canadian while in Look- 
port, he having kept thet fact to himself, 
They also state that nv will oan be found 
later than 15870 and it is probable that there

Fighting One Fire for 40 Years. 
The Commiasionera “Aapnoi ed by the 
local Government to inquire + the “hiss 
tory, causes, and effect,” of the coal-mine 
fires of Pictou county, N. S., have just 


finished taking evidence, The work of the 
Comm hae oearidenees, mainiy be in- 
vestigation of the condition of the Foord 
pit. This mine has been on fire in one 
place or another since the fifties, and it is 
urning yet. Explosion after explosion 
has ocourredy apd many lives Have been 
lost, When fire broke out in one place the 
miners resorted to another, sinking a new 
shaft. To avoid the fire on an upper level, 
a shatt was sunk and coal taken outonithe 
level immediately below the fire. Soon the 
_ fire came through, and again the miners 
+ were driven out, Nothing that the owners 
could do availed todrive out the fire,and 
the splendid mine has been practically 
4 sbandoned, though ao little coal has been 
taken out on a level below a part that is on 
fire. The object of the Commission fs to 
§ learn whether something cannot be done to 
be pre so valuable a property as the Foord 
pit.

The Preservation of Wood. 


Common pine or even basswood may be 
rendered almost indestruccible, it is said, 
by soaking ina solution composed of one 
art blue vitriol and twenty of water, A 
rench railway ‘contractor announces a 
method of treating planks, etc.,that greatly 
enhances their value, He pileathe lumber 
in a tank and then covers thickly with 
quicklime. Water id slowly added till the 
lime is slaoked. In about a week the wood 
becomes impregnated, and is ready for use. 
Timber prepared in this way has been used 
in mines and other exposed constructions 
with good results. Dr, Feuchwanger gives 
an account of the experiments made by him 
for the preservation of wood. He saya that 
wood boiled firat in limo water and then 
coated with silicate of sadn, or liquid glass, 
will last a very long time. The mixture is 
‘5 per cent.alkali and 10 per cont.pure sand

New Kind of Glass.

A YACHTING DISASTER. 


Pleasure Bont Capsized at Balfalo 
—Six Men Lost Their Lives. 

A‘despatch from Buffalo says :—By the 
eapsizing of the small pleasure yacht Rung 
Bros., shortly after seven o'clock on Tues- 
day evening, seven men of the thirteen on 
board were drowned.) Lhat there was not 
& grenter logs of life is duo to the nearness 
of the tug E. C, Maytham and ‘the quick- 
ness of the life saving crew in getting to 
the scene. The party on board tha yacht 
were members of the East Buffalo stock 
yards, employes who had spent the day 
down the river on anannual outing. There 
were thirteen of them in the beat. A 
strong wind had been blowing, and when 
the open water of the lake was reached, 
just near the city, on the trip homeward, 
the small craft encountered waves she was 
ill able to withstand, There was no real 
danger, however, so long a8 the boat was 
kept head on to the waves,but whenaturn 
was made to enter the harbour heavy seas 
struck her on the side. Before the boat had 
time to right herself from the blow of one of 
these another swept over her, completely 
engulfing the boat and all on board, Most 
ot the life preservers on board were loose, 
and easily grabbed by those who had an 
opportunity or presence of mind to do so, 
The skylight over the engine was flonted 
off as the boat sank, and this was seized by 
some of the men, Two men grabbed one 
life preserver and went down, ‘The tug 
Maytham happened to be passing near the 
scene of the accident, and rescued four of 
tha men from phe water. Uwo members of 
the lite-saving service, were also near by, 
grappling for the body of Chas. Gillig, who 
was drowned on Sunday, and they succeed- 
ed in saving two half-drowned members of 
the excursion party. These six were all 
who were rescued, though search for the 

others was continued up to a late hour,

VICTIMS JUST NOW, 


The Strength of the Polson Varies With 
the Thriftiness of the Plan Remedios

I have seon poison ivy covering hundreds 
of acres on our Atlantic islands and sand 
dunes, where it was almost the only inhabit- 
ant of the drifting sand—so sparse and 
weak aa to hardly deserve the name of 
vegetation, says a writer in Garden and 
It was iny fortune to live for some 
time with a colony of sailor’ upon one of 


Forest. 


these barren islands, where this ivy com- 
posed, perhaps, o third of all the woody 
vegetation, 
Though then highly susceptible to the 
poison, I yet passed daily on foot through 
long stretches of it, and even lived in it 
and though I took no precaution whatever 
I did not feel the slightest irritation from 
it. Lt was a revelotion to fellow-islanders 
when I told them of its poisonous proper. 
ries, for they had never dreamed of such a 
fact, nor had any of them ever been troubled 
by the plant. 
From its eneryated appearance I could 
easily imagine that its desert surroundings 
had more or less tamed its virulence. J,

some extent with the thriftiness of the 


plant. 
VARIES WITH THE SEASON, 

The poison of the ivy, though always 
present, probably,like all sap, varies slight- 
ly in activity with the season, though per- 
haps not more than does man’s power in 
resisting it, for the warm, perspiring skin 
of Summer, with its open pores, takes in 
and throws out juices much more readily 
and is more easily irritated than the dry, 
firm skin and contracted pores of the ex- 
posed parts in Winter, 

Aside from the sand form, all ports of 
the poison ivy are poisonous at all seasons, 
the root being by far the most virulent of 
all. I have seen a robust physician in the 
prime of health poisoned almost fatally, 
and rendered nearly helpless for many days, 
in spite of all medicines, simply by pulling 
the roots, 

The total element seems to be volatile, 
and any part, when thoroughly dried, be- 
comes wholly innocuous, but when cut with 
hay the latter will become dry, while the 
ivy stems‘are still fresh and contain pois- 
on. 

In this condition it ie drawn to the barn, 
where the slowly evaporated poison is 
absorbed by the surrounding hay, which 
thus becomes, in a degree, as poisonous as 
the ivy itself. Through this means I have 
known men severely poisoned while taking 
out the hay in Winter, 

It is owing to this volatilization of the 
juices that smoke of burning ivy or of 
brush heap contsining it ranks next to the 
root in the virulence of its poison. 

Though the effects of ivy are generally 
a harmless but troublesome irritation, it 
has been known to prove fatal in some 
very severe cases, and susceptibility to its 
influence is by no means desirable, though 
the irritation is said to be sometimes 
slightly beneficial in cases of rheumatism, 

Some persons are never affected by the 
poison, but each attack renders its victim 
more susceptible, and some are eyen atlect: 
ed at times by air that has blown over ivy, 
especially if the plant has been recently 
cut. 

When boys, my brother and I have 
mowed in ivy when our bare feet would be 
almost black with the dried juice, and we 
used occasionally to ‘wash” our hands and 
faces in its leaves, rubbing them on by the 
handful, in order to prove our immunity 
from the poison, and always without feelin 
the slightest effects, Neither of us Sait 
now care to repeat this, a8 the ivy has 
for a long time been poisonous to both of 
us, 

HOW THE POISON WORKS. 


The poisoning, which is of an erysipelas 
nature, usually appears, in light cnses, at 
the point where the ivy juice came in con- 
tact with the skin, but severe cases are 
apt to centralize at some point where the 
akin is tender, Atter such a localization 
is once established each successive attack, 
if at all severe, 1s apt To reappear at that 
point, even at times when, no irritation is 
felt where the ivy was applied. 

Personally I know of several such cases, 
and this may tend to show that the poison 
may be carried in the blood—a theory that 
is also upheld by the fact thot if one has 
just been severely poisoned he can, to 
some extent, induce part of the eruption 
to appear almost whenever he chooses by 
keeping the skin locally irritated during 
the period of incubation. 

As the remedies for this poison are 60 
unsatisfactory, I venture a few suggestions 
gathered from experidnce. Any scratching 
or rubbing of the poisoned surface or 
breaking of the blisters tends to spread and 
augment the affection, This has led me to 
adopt a cure that I find to be equal to all 
ordinary cases, but which at times requires 
an amount of physical control and grim 
determination that might be envied in an 
Indian, 

It is to let the poison severely alone—to 
‘grin and boar it''—never under any 
ciroumstances allowing it to be rubbed or 
irritated inany way, Undor this treatment 
the blisters will begin to wither in a day 
or two, and will soon disappear; the itohing 
soon subsides, especially if a little odo} 
wator be applied to the apob occasionally, 
Another useful remedy is sour buttermill 
(the sourer the better) applied ovcaaionally 
and allowed to remain on, A decoction of 
lobella inflata is also good a8 a wash, but 
should never be taken internally.

THE CAPTAIN OF 
TIME CONDUCTA,

The little town of Todos Santos, or os 
Wo would call it, All Saints, is situated 
on tho coast rout two or three leagucs 
from tho gre Roal,’' or mining district, 
of San Bornabo, which sends o weokly 
“Conducta’’ to the capital, A Conducts 
consists of the train of pack mulos. which 
carry tho silver, and the guard which 
nccompanivs it.

REPORTS OF GUCCESSI 
PERIMENTS FROM THIRT UNTIES IN 


Ooe hundred and twenty-two varictier of 


winter whest have teated at the 
Ontario Agricultural College within the past 
six years, Some of these varictios have 
produced yiclde of grain which were more 
than double those of other varieties grown 
beside thein on plots of the same aren. Not 
only has there been a great variation in the 
comparative yields of grein produced by 
the different varicties, but thire has also 
been a marked ditference in strength of 
airsw, Weight of grein per measured bushel, 
value of grain fer milling purposes, etc of 
tho different varieties tested. The results of 
these experiments are published annually in 
bulletin form und in the College report, and 
are vent free to ull members of farmers’ 
institutes in Ooturio, by the Department of 
Agriculture, Toronto, The bulletin giving 
the resulta of the winter wheat experiments 
conducted in the Experimental Department, 
the past year, is now in Toronto for publi- 
cation, 

In the fall of 1894, nine leading varieties 
of winter wheat were selected from the 
kinds, which had been grown from one to 
five yeara at the Agricultural College, and 
were distributed throughout Onterio for 
co-operative experimental work, These 
were divided into two sete, with five 
varieties in each, the Dawson's Golden 
Chait being used in both scts to form 4 baria 
by which the results of all the varieties 
could be compared with one another. Each

Two hundred and forty seven winter 
wheat experimenters have reported slready 


this season, Of this number, one hundred 
favored us with good reports of euccesaful 
exper ments, cighty furni-hed partial re- 
porte, and sixty-seven wrote of failure or 
unreliable results. The names of the euc- 
cessful experimenters and the detailed re- 
sults of the tests will be printed in the 
apnual report of the Exprrimentsl Urion 
for 1895, which will be published as an 
appendix to the Agricultral College r port 
(he following table gives the comparative 
yields of straw and grain per acre of the 
winter wheat varieties tested during the 
past seaton on one hundred Ontario farms:

CONCISB RESULTS OF THESE CC-)PKRATIVE 
WINTER WHEAT EXPFRIMENTS, 


1. Reports of successful experiments with 
winter wheat have been received this season 
from thirty countiesin Oatario, nineteen of 
which are east and eleven west of the City 
o! Guelph. 

2. The Counties of Lambton, Middlesex, 
Haron, Grey, Elgin, Simcos und Bruce 
{vroished fifty-one of the one hundred good 
reports received in 1895. 

3. Of the two hundred and forty-seven 
experiments which reported the resulte of

How Patent Leather Is Mugle. 

It is distinctly an industry requiring 
the very strictest attontion, says Shoe and 
Leather Facts. Nincty days must clapse 
from the time a green hide is putin to 
work until it is turned out all ready for 
the market. For the purpose of manufac- 
ture only the best grades of green hides 
and materials are used, the former being a 
“take off’ from tho best sclected western 
and country cows and steers After boing 
carefully examined, tho hides are divided 
into ‘packs, or lots of forty each, and tho 
manufacture of the finished product actu- 
ally commenced. 

First, the hides ga to the ‘‘beam-house; 
these are ‘‘unhatred,'’ ‘‘lined,and bated,"’ 
for the remoyal of grease and all other 
kinds of foreign substances, at the same 
time being rendered perfectly récoptive 
to tho influence of tannic acid. 

After leaving the tae ning vats, the hides 
which have now become leather, meet 
their first introdifotion to machinery, all 
*ho processes up to thi» point haying been 
conducted entirely by hand. The first 
machine to make its appearance ts the 
splitting machine. It is here that the fu- 
ture purpose or grade of the leath is de- 
cided upon. Ac ording to that decisiqn 
the hido is divided ‘iterally into the 
proper number of ‘‘cuts,"’ or slices, of 
different thickness, ‘gach of these differ- 
ent parts is kept with others of the samo 
grade until the proces» {s finished. ‘hey 
Gre next retanned and bleached, and go 
through a softening process of japanning. 

This 1s a distinctfyvo trade by itsolf, and 
necessitates the close attontion to minor 
details, The imperative uso of the very 
purest oll, its manufacture into diffgrent 
com positiona, and the application of these 
to tho leather in variable proportions for 
ferent grades of the work, are factors 
vhich determine the ultimate quality of 
the finished produot.

Lamp Explosions.

question,says there is nosubalance that can 
be added tooil in a lamp that will prevent 
explosions, without destroying the virtue of 
the oil. The only safe way is to use an oil 
whose teat is within the limits of safety. 
The law in most of the states is very strict 
upon this subject, and inepectors are main 
tained whose duties are to inapect all oils 
brought into their various jurisdictions ac- 
cording to certain teats prescribed by law. 
It is very seldom that an explosion of an oil 
lamp is caused by the preasure of the vapor 
inside of the lamp. In rare instances possi- 


bly, explosions may be caused in this way; 
or example,where the ignited oil overflows 
thelamp and the lamp is enveloped in flame. 
But explosions usually occur in another | 
way, viz. : where the vapor of kerosene is | 
mixed in proper proportions with air, thus | 
forming @ true explosive mixture, which 
will explode with great force when fired by 
aflame, This explains why a lamp isin more 
danger of exploding when only partially 
filled with oil, because a larger amount of 
space is filled with the explosive mixture. 
There are persons who suppose that there 
can be no danger of a lamp explosion unless

Boiled Cider Apple Sauce.—Take one 
bushel of sweet applesand one gallon of 
boiled cider, Put the cider into » brasa or 
tin boiler. Wash and drain the apples, 
add to the cider and cover tight. Two 
hours sre required for cooking. Cook 
lowly and steadily and do not stir while 
cooking. 

Apple Jelly. —Take ripe, sound apples 
| cut them, remove the seeds and cover with 
cold water. Let boil until quite pulpy, 
then drain them through a new jelly bag. 
To every pint of liquor odd one pound of 
jsugar, To prevent it boiling over keep it 
jakimmed, Lift the skimmer occasionally 
trom the pan, and when the jelly falls 


the whole body of the oil in the lamp is 
heated to the flashing poiat; that because 
the temperature of a room never riaes to 
120° F,,thers can be no dan 
whose flashing point is 120°, 

In an elaborate series of experiments 
performed under the direction of the Mich- 
igan Board of Health some years ago, it 
was proven by experiment with lamps that 
an explosive mixture may form and the 
lamp may explode while the body of oil in 
the lamp is not above 85° F, The tem- 
perature of the body of oil in the lamp is 
not the only factor to be cousidered, because 
different parte of the lamp become very 
unequally heated. If you will touch the brass 
collar of a lamp which has been burning 
for some time you will find it quite hot,and 
the tube supporting the wick is stitl more 
strongly heated. The formation of vapor 
will be determined by the hottest part of 
the lamp which comes in contact with the 
oil, 

Accidents most always result froma lack 
of care, The causes of explosion may be 
arranged under the following heads ; 

1, Rapidly carrying or moving a lamp, 


80 as to agitate the oil, causes a mixture of 
vapor and air to make its escape from the 
lamp in close proximity tothe flame. This 
escaping mixture may ignite and produce 
an explosion of the mixture in the reser- 
voir. 

2, An imperfeotly closed sat aperture 
in the lamp reservoir favors explosions, as 
it favors the formation of the vapor and air 
inixture just mentioned, 

3, A sudden cooling of the lamp,owing 
to exposure to a draught, may give rise to 
an inrush of air, whereby the air space in 
the reservoir is charged with a highly ex- 
plosive mixture, and the flame of the Jamp 
may at the same time be torced into the air 
space. Blowing down the chimney to 
extinguish the lamp has the same effect, 
and it the wick be lowered very much, or 
the flame otherwise much reduced in size, 
the lamp may become heated, and its sus- 
ceptibility to the effects described corres- 
pondingly increased. Explosion in these 
cases is favored by the air passages being 
obstructed by dirt or charred wick, by the 
wick not being long enough to reach the 
bottom of the oil reservoir, and by the 
lamp being burned until the surface of the 
cil is scarcely level with the end of the 
wick.

Recipe for Cider. 
An old recipe for making cider, runs as 
follows :—First putyour cider into a hogs: 
head, and let it etand till it begins to 


work and raises the pomace on top, Then 
draw off your cider and take one pint of 
elly of cattle or hogs feet, put it into four 
quarts of cider, putit overthe fire and 
make it about blood warm, Mix it with 
your hands well together and put about 
oye quart of that into a barre) and shake it 
well together, Let it stand about two days, 
and then draw off your cider again and put 
about four pails of that into your barrel, 
Then burn a match of brimstone in your 
barrel, keeping the bung stopped tight, 
When it is burnt out, take out your match 
and keep it atopped tightand shake it well 
together. Then draw off the rest of your 
cider that you have manufactured and fill 
up your barrel. Put in one quart of cider 
brandy toa barrel and one ounce of isin- 
glass to three barrels, well dissolved io 
cider, Add half a pound of brimstone to 
hogshead, When this is done let your 
cask stand still till the month of March, 
then draw it off again, To make the cider 
good, always hove your casks clean ; new 
ones are best, Brandy butts answer the 
purpose well,

Thoro iso flourishing Young Womon's 


Christian Association in Cuaicutta, Ln- 
dia. 
The First Congregational Church, 


Bridgeport, Conn,, will celebrate its 200th 
aouniversary June 19 and 20, 

It is interesting to note that in Scot- 
land they have established Christian En- 
doavor Societies among the blind. 

General Booth has forbidden Salyation 
Army peoplo to belong t4 any sccrot socl- 
etios or to retain toholr momborship in 
churches, § 

Tho oldest universalést minister in the 
United States is sakl to bo Rey. Lucius 
K. Paige, of Cambridge, Mass. ,Ho was 
ordained in 1826, 

The German Eyangelical Presbyterian 
Missionary Society has recontly opened a 
theological academy ot Tokio. Its lib- 
rary has 9,000 yolumes, 

There has been great oncouragement in 
regard to Japan, 70,211 separate gospels 
and 1,449 new testaments haying been dis- 
tributed among tho soldiers. 

The Presbyterians of Belfast, in order 
to mect the rapid growth of th ty, have 
resolved to raise o fund of £20,000 to- 
wards the erection of ten new churches. 

“Le Signal,’ the only French Protest- 
ant daily journal, has now attained o 
year cf existence and is steadily gaining 
support among tho French Protestant 
population. 

John MeNeil has just returned to Scot- 
land after a wonderful trip of evangelis- 
tic labor in Australia, South Africa, and 
India, where he closed his work in Bom- 
bay. 

The United Presbytorian Church pro- 
poses to reduce the membership of its 
general assembly from 275 to 204. They 
want a less expensive and more manage- 
able body. 

Fifty-four ministers, eighteen from 
“each of the three Prosbyterlan bodies in 
Scotland have for some thue been engaged 
in d¥iwing up a scheme for Presbyterian 
union in Scotland. 

There is one missionary to every 50,000 
dows in tho world. Altogether there aro 
forty-nine societies at work, with 12 sta- 
tions, having a total of 884 workers, 
ordained or not ordained, 

Dr. Talmage says that ‘the proposition 
to open saloons Sundays in New 
York is the greatest insult to decency and 
religion that has been offered since the 
discovery of Amorica.’’ 

During the last four years there haye 
been erected in the City of Chicago forty 
now Mothodist mission cburches, valued 
at nearly 8500,000. Of these thirty-one 
have become self-supporting. 

In less than two years the Brother- 
hood of Andrew and Philip has extend- 
ed into thirteen denominations, and it 
now has chapters in more than twenty- 
five states of the Union and in Canada, 

The Christian Adovycate notes that the 
town of Durham, Me,, with a population 
of 1,258, has furnished thirty Methodist 
ministers, and how many of other 
denominations it does not know. 

Special offorts have been made by the 
Y.M.C.A. in Germany to reach the 500,- 
000 young men in the army of that coun- 
try. The results are as yet comparatively 
sinall, but are nevertheless encouraging. 

In Japan there are more than 1,200 
places whore Christianity is taught. 
More than 7,000 Prorestant schools, and 
every year about 1,800 young persons go 
out from these schools into the life of 
tho nation. 

The Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion is doing a wonderful work in the 
colleges of the world. In 1894 there were 455 
college associations with 80,000 members. 
This doos not include foreign associa- 
tions. 

Mission work, in New Mexico coms 
meonced in 1866, There are now twenty- 
five schools, more than forty ministers 
and native helpers, and over 800 com- 
municants. There are about forty mis- 
sionary teachers on this fleld. 

£Great success has attcirsted the Baptist 
mission work in Nort’ China. Around 
the threo mission stasions in that region 
thore are now from eighty to 100 small 
churches, with a membership yarying 
from six to sixty. 

At Desborough, in Northamptonshire, 
Eng., & Band of Hope was formed six 
years ago. Tho success was so marked 
that an adult society was formed. Tho 
two societies now number 1,015 members, 
out of a population of 8,0,%. 

On account of his valuable services in 
saving the property of the American Col- 
lege, Rome, from confiscation some years 
ago, and in recognition of his defense of 
charitable Catholic institutions last year 
before the constitutional convention, 
Pope Leo XIII has conferred the title of 
Commander of the Order of St. Gregory, 
on Mr, Goerge Bliss, of New York.
